CURRENT EVENTS 

Bolsheviki Must Accept Miller* 
and’s Terms if They Want to 
Negotiate Peace. 

LUDENDORFF OFFERS ARMY 


Will Provide a Million Germans to 

Fight Ruspia, on Conditions— 
Armlatlce for Poland — Villa 
Surrenders, Cantu Rebels, 
in Mexico.

The dove of pence Is being treated 
roughly In Europe. Every time one 
nation puts up u nice perch for her 
to alight upon, some other nation 
shoos her away, Insisting that she 
roust sit on Its perch or stay up In the 
air. 

Premier Lloyd George thought he 
had found the way of peace with the 
Russian bolsheviki and went to Bou- 
logne to tell Premier MUlerand all 
about It and to get his indorsement 
But MUlerand had hia own ideas, and 
the result was that the little Welsh- 
man hurried home, virtually admitting 
that the Frenchman's plans must pre- 
vail. Briefly, MUlerand declares that 
If the London conference proposed by 
the soviet government Is held, peace 
with Poland most be the first subject 
discussed, and that representatives of 
Poland and all other states bordering 
oa Russia mast be Invited to partici- 
pate In the meeting. Another condi- 
tion Is that Baron General Wrangle 
shall not be delivered up to the bolshe- 
viki. 

Mlllerand's first consideration Is the 
safety of Poland, which he Insists 
must be constituted a buffer Rtate to 
keep bolshevism out of Germany. He 
did not need even to mention the claim 
for recognition of the ItuRalnn debt 
to France, for the discussion did not 
get that far. He refused to sign the 
note to Moscow stating the conditions 
of the conference. So Lloyd George 
returned to London, pretended he 
was quite satisfied with the situation, 
and said the note would tie forwarded 
to Russia as soon us It hud been ap- 
proved by Italy. 

Meanwhile Poland Is being over- 
whelmed, and If she Is td be aided, the 
form of aid and tl»e source from which 
It Is to come remain undecided. 
Neither Great Britain nor Italy la In 
a position politically to send troops, 
and Germany will not permit the al- 
lies to transport munitions of war 
through her territory nor to turn over 
to Poland the arms and ammunition 
she surrendered to her conquerors. In 
this Germany rests on the terms of 
the peace treaty. France alone could 
send un anu.v to the rescue of the 
Poles, and this she may do. 

One other alternative Is offered. 
General Ludendorff, the former Ger- 
man war chief. Is said to have told 
the British charge d’affaires ut Berlin 
that he will raise an army of 1.000.000 
men to fight the bolsheviki if the al- 
lies will consent. Hut his conditions 
are that Posen be returned to Ger- 
many and that certain clauses of the 
treaty of Versailles be annulled, among 
them those dealing with Danzig. This 
would be a bitter pill for the allies 
to swallow, but It Is In effect the pre- 
scription also of Winston Churchill, 
the British war minister, who asserts 
that Germany alone ran stop the for- 
ward inarch of bolshevism, and that 
to penult her to do so would aid her 
to recover speedily her place among 
the nations. Such a recovery proba- 
bly Is desired by those who would prof- 
it financially thereby, but not many 
others are deeply concerned In It. 

Friday saw the beginning of the 
armistice between the Polea and the 
soviet Russians and the start of ne- 
gotiations for peace in the town of 
Baranoritchl. Fighting was supposed 
to cease at that time, but It was con- 
tinued up to the last minute, the bol- 
•hevlkl capturing Blalystuk and forc- 
tag the Polea steadily back toward 
{Warsaw. The Lithuanians restricted 


the territory through which the Rus- 
sians might pass, hut a corps of Lith- 
uanian troops Joined the bolBhevlk 
cavalry operating eastward through 
Augustowo and Suwalkl and the com- 
bined forces were reported massing 
on the East Prussia frontier. The 
German relchswehr was concentrated 
at Insterburg to repel the Invaders. 

The diplomats of Europe were not 
especially hopeful last week that the 
conference at Baranovltchl would 
bring about peace between the two 
warring nations and were awaiting 
the Russian armistice terms with Im- 
patience. It was reported that Le- 
nlne favored moderate terms, while 
Trotzky wished them so oppressive 
and humiliating that the Poles would 
be forced to continue fighting or over- 
throw their government If the terms 
wera accepted. 

The press of Warsaw Is especially 
skeptical concerning the Intentions 
and good faith of the soviet Russians, 
expressing the belief that the latter 
do not want peace. 

“Poland Is fully aware that negotia- 
tions may be broken off any minute 
and that, while they last, soviet Rus- 
sia will make all efforts to cause an 
outbreak of bolshevism and revolution 
In Poland," the Gazeta Warszawaka 
declares. "Therefore Poland must. In 
order to safeguard an honorable peace, 
gather all her patriotic spirit and en- 
ergy." 

The Russian patriot Bnrzew, now In 
Warsaw Is quoted by the Corler Po- 
ranny as saying: 

“I do not believe peace will be made 
between Poland and soviet Russia. 
The sovet regime needs a temporary 
rest and It will sign an armistice. If 
It signs peace It will mean that the 
soviet rule hopes through propaganda 
to establish a soviet government In 
Poland.” 

The French In Syria professed to 
find that King Felsul was Insincere In 
his submission, so they stormed and 
captured Damascus and ordered Fels- 
ul to leave the country. So far there 
has bean no outside opposition to this 
procedure, but It is conceivable that 
Great Britain will In some way help 
that Arab chieftain who gave them 
such valuable assistance in the cap- 
ture of Palestine. 

In Thrace the Greeks have been 
making great progress against the 
Turkish nationalists and after desper- 
ate fighting they occupied Adrianople, 
the headquarters of Jafar Tayar, and 
captured that leader and his staff. 
King Alexander himself entered the 
city and was warmly welcomed. The 
Greeks also took Klrk-Killseh and oth- 
er strategic points, and It was an- 
nounced that It would now be com- 
paratively easy to clear the country of 
the nationalist bands. 

Poor old Mexico! No sooner does 
she get rid of one disturbing element 
than another springs up to continue 
the turmoil. Last week “Pancho” 
Villa, having received assurances of 
forgiveness* and financial reward for 
his efforts In the past, surrendered to 
the government and promised to spend 
the rest of his life as a peaceful farm- 
er. Rut at the same time came the 
news that Esteban Cantu, governor of 
the northern district of Lower Cali- 
fornia. was considered by the govern- 
ment to be in open rebellion. Can- 
) tu professed to be astonished by this 
; view of his position and dented the 
charge. He said he had been udvlsed 
that the provisional government was 
sending two bodies of troops, number- 
ing about 8,000 men. against him, and 
that he would have -1.000 men ready 
to resist in the field any attempt to 
Invade his province. He assured pro- 
j tectlon to Americans and other for- 
eigners engaged in lawful occupations 
In Lower California. The prospects 
for a stubborn conflict were good. 
1 though United States Consul Boyle at 
Mexicali urged our government to use 
Its good oflioes to prevent hostilities. 

**I am surrendering because the 
country needs peace for reconstruc- 
tion." said Villa to General Martinez, 
who arranged for the cnpltulatlou of 
the bandit chief. But the story comes 
from Mexico that Villa “has been giv- 
en very pleasing financial guaranties.” 
Ills men > are lu l>«- uiueint-d oiit at 
Torreon. and each of them la to re- 
ceive a year’s pay and a tract of land.

though no one would predict an Imme- 
diate end of the trouble with the bi- 
tuminous miners of the middle West. 
President Lewis of the United Mine 
Workers of America asked for a Joint 
conference of operators and miners 
"to deal with the confusion that ex- 
ists In the coal Industry,” nnd the Illi- 
nois operators consented to meet the 
workers for the purpose of discussion, 
but would not ngree to reopen the 
wage agreement until they received 
authority from Washington. So serl- 
rlous Is the threat of a fuel famine thnt 
Governor Lowden of Illinois urged the 
authorities at Washington to act quick- 
ly In bringing about a settlement. In 
the national capital It was said Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson was nbout to 
make a report to the president. ' Mr 
Tumulty, secretary to President Wil- 
son, said a satisfactory solution of th< 
problem would be reached through tht 
efforts of Attorney General Palmer, 
who named a committee to fix profit 
margins, and the orders of the Inter- 
state commerce commission. Othen 
were not nearly so optimistic as Mr. 
Tumulty. t

Governor Cox of Ohio was signally 
honored on Friday by his home town, 
Dayton. His fellow citizens, regard- 
less of party affiliations, made him 
the chief figure In the “homo-coming" 
celebration, and he delivered a speech 
In a handsome “court of honor." The 
city was beautifully decorated and wai 
thronged with visitors from all pert/ 
of the state. 

Dayton also has prepared for tte 
Cox notification ceremony, set for Ai- 
gust 7. This will take place In Ue 
county fair grounds and the governor 
will deliver his speech of acceptance 
from the grand stand of the race 
track, In which will be sound ampli- 
fiers such as were Installed In the na- 
tional convention halls. Most of last 
week was devoted by Governor Cox 
to the preparation of this speech. A 
great many persons profess to be in- 
tensely Interested in what he will say 
about liquor. It Is predicted that he 
will steer skilfully around that ques- 
tion. and may advise the people of the 
United States that If they want a lib- 
eral enforcement of the law, they must 
elect congressmen who are In favor of 
such a course. 

Governor Coolidge of Massachusetts 
was formally notified of his vice pres- 
idential nomination on Tuesday and 
responded with a speech In which he 
did not markedly deviate from the 
lines laid down by Senator Harding. 
The burden of It was that the country 
must be speedily rescued from the re- 
actions of war. 

Senator Harding's campaign Is not 
by any means to be confined to his 
front porch. Plans are being made to 
take him on an extensive speaking 
tour, which probably will Include Den- 
ver, Memphis, New Y’ork, Boston, Chi- 
cago and Indianapolis. He may even 
go as far as the Pacific coast. To avoid 
certain errors of past campaigns, he 
will not enter any state until Its pri- 
mary fights are over. 

Winning three races In a row after 
losing two, the yacht Resolute suc- 
cessfully defended this country’s pos- 
session of the America's cup against 
the fourth attempt by Sir Thomas I.lp- 
ton to lift the International trophy. 
His yacht, Shamrock IV, was out- 
footed and out-sailed by the American 
boat and Its crew, and the tea mer- 
chant admitted that the Resolute was 
the better boat. But he Is coming 
across ugaln tu 1022 unless some other 
Britisher captures the cup next sum- 
mer. It Is estimated that Sir Thomas 
siient In the neighborhood of a million 
dollars In trying to wlu the trophy this 
year.

The engine parts should get especial 
attention, for n defect here will result 
In misfiring and poor carburetlon. 
Make your Inspections frequently for 
the first 1,000 miles, until the car will 
have worn In somewhat. Then you 
can relux your vigilance n bit. 

Study Instruction Book. 

Make r thorough study of the In- 
struction hook. Look at the lubrica- 
tion chart nnd fumillarize yourself 
with the location of every grease cup 
and oil hole. Then see that all are 
kept filled properly. This will Insure 
against worn parts or scored hearings 
and, Incidentally, allow you to learn 
the lubrication system thoroughly. 

When an automobile Is built the en- 
gine has been run but little, and the 
parts are fitted tight to make them 
snug after the stiffness has worn off. 
The car will not show much speed un- 
til these purts wear In. So don't ex- 
ceed 25 miles nn hour until your 
speedometer registers 1,000 miles. By 
so doing each part will “find Itself" 
and you will be perfectly safe In ex- 
ceeding 30 miles an hour. If you force 
a car before It has obtained the 1,000 
miles It will result In a noisy engine 
and premature repairs. 

Drain off the oil every 500 miles 
and replace It with fresh. You will he 
surprised at the quantity of grit nnd 
dirt that comes from the crank ease. 
The bearings and pistons throw off 
small particles of metal which, unless 
you remove them with the old oil, will 
work Into the hearings and cause 
trouble. Perhaps your engine will 
show a tendency to overheat when 
new. Don’t let this worry you, for Its 
merely the friction mused In wearing 
off the rough surfaces of the engine. 
Drive Intelligently und Just give her 
plenty of oil and water, and soon the 
trouble will disappear. 

Remove Looseness. 

Every now Mnd then the new car 
should he jacked up, the wheels shaken 
and the looseness removed. As the 
hearings become accustomed to their 
work the need for adjustment will go 
away. 

Be careful of your gasoline adjust- 
ment on the dash. Do not leave It 
“rich" any louger than is necessary, 
for this results In an extra amount of 
gasoline getting Into the engine, which 
will, of course, thin the oil. 

The hody cleaning should he done 
very carefully for the first month or 
so. Use a simple flow of water with- 
| out spray or force. If you don't the 
finish will he marred. The louger you 
drive without unnecessary cleaning, 
the harder the varnish will become.

HISTORIC BOSTON, NO. 8 

Among tho many things for which 
Boston in famous the city has the 
distinction of being the birthplace of 
the telephone on June 2, 1875. 

The inventor was Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, who received his patent on 
March 7, 1876, and thus established 
the existence of the telephone. Since 
that time the business has been de- 
veloped until there are more than 
15,000,000 telephones in the world, of 
which number more than 12,000.000 
comprise the great Bell System, 
which connects more than 70.000 
places in the United States. 

On the day the telephone was born 
Thomas A. Watson, who was Profes- 
sor Bell's earliest associate, heard the 
first sound transmitted by telephone 
in the ’ garret room of 109 Court 
street. Boston, in the building now 
used as a moving picture theatre. 

Nearly a year later, as Mr. Watson 
and Professor Bell were perfecting 
the crude apparatus at No. 5 Exeter 
place, Boston. Mr. Watson heard 
Professor Bell say over p wire from 
another room: "Mr. Watson, please 
come here; I want you", the first com- 
plete sentence transmitted by tele-

Da r row Bill Enlarges Amount by $20 
a Month for Veterans While Tak- 
ing Training. 


SHE MAKES THE MOST CALLS 


American Legion Headquarters' 
Switchboard Operator, Lula B. 
Visa, la Known aa ‘‘Sunshine.” 
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Another Important victory In the 
American Legion's long tight for bene- 
ficial legislation in behalf of Rick and 
disabled ex-service men Is revealed In 
a tvlegrnm announcing passage of the 
Mil, recently received at Legion na- 
tional headquarters from Thomas W. 
Miller, chairman of the organization's 
national legislative committee In 
Washington. 

The sennto In a night session, ac- 
cording to the message, passed the 
measure ns a rider to the deficiency 
appropriation bill, nnd as It previously 
hart been passed by the house, It now 
awaltn only the signature of the presi- 
dent to hecome a law. 

The Darrow bill Increases, by $20 a 
month, the nmount of money paid to 
disabled veterans of the world war 
while taking training under the direc- 
tion of the federal board of vocational 
education. 

This Is the second time the Legion 
haa obtained an Increase for the 
maimed heroes, having pushed through 
congress, Inst December, the Sweet 
bill, which raised the amount of com- 
pensation for them from $30 to $80 
a month. 

“The passage of the Darrow bill," 
aald Lemuel Rolles, national adjutant 
of the Legion, “was largely due to the 
work doneffiy Legionnaires who visited 
Washington In Its Interest General 
published reports at that time Indi- 
cated that the Legion representatives 
confined their activities solely to the 
pending fourfold optional compensa- 
tion bill. Results show that the needs 
of the disabled men always have stood 
first on the Legion's program and the 
organization la going right on working 
for these unfortunates, Irrespective of 
what congress may or may not see fit 
to do with the problems of ex-service 
men as a whole. * 

“The passage of the Darrow bill will 
give great Impetus to the Legion's co- 
operative plan to assist the federal 
board In getting every eligible disabled 
man Into training at once, aa many 
had refrained from taking training be- 
cause of the Inadequate compensation 
heretofore allowed."

Allied Government* Can Not Be Said 
to Have Combated the Bolshevik 
Movement in a Wise or 
Prudent Manner. 


Article XXIX.

Two things have tended to spread 
and deepen the unrest of the world 
since the slgn'ng of the armistice— 
the attitude of the allies toward the 
soviet government, and the attitude 
of the conservative press and the em- 
ployers of the world toward the work- 
ing class. 

President Wilson summed the sltu- 
ntlnn up In a statement made In the 
office of M. Plehon at the Qual 
D’Orsay, Parts- on Jnnuary 16, 1019. 
The conference was called for a pre- 
liminary discussion regarding the sit- 
uation in ltusaia. The notes of the 
conversntons of the conference par- 
ticipated in by Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. 
Balfour, Mr. Plehon and Baron Son- 
nlnlo give the auhstnnee of the presi- 
dent's position In the following words: 

“He (the president) did not believe 
tlint there would lie sympathy nny- 
where with the brutal aspect of bol- 
shevism, If It were not for the fact of 
the domination of large vested inter- 
ests la the political and economic 
world. While it might lie true that 
this evil was In process of discussion 
and slow reform. It must he admitted 
tlint the general body of men has 
grown impntlent at the failure *o 
bring nbout the necessary reform. He 
stated that there were mnny men wlfp 
represented large vested Interests In 
the United States who saw the neces- 
sity for these teforms and desired 
something which should he worked 
out at the peace conference, nanmly, 
the establishment of some machinery 
to provide for the opportunity rd In- 
dividuals, greater than the world hns 
ever known. Capital and labor In the 
United States are not friends. Still, 
they are not enemies In the sense that 
they are thinking Of resorting to phys- 
ical force to settle their differences. 
But they are distrustful, each of the 
other. Society cannot go on on that 
plane. On the on« liund, there Is a 
minority possessing capltnl nud 
brains; on the otlibr. a mnjorlty con- 
sisting of the great bodies of workers 
who are essential fo the minority, but 
do not trust the minority, and feel 
that the minority will never render 
them their rights. A way must he 
found to put trust and co-operation 
between these two. 

“President Wilson pointed out that 
the whole world was disturbed by this 
Question before the bolsheviks came 
Ihto power. Seeijs need soil, and the 
bolshevik seeds found the soil already 
prepared for them.” 

Unrest and Its Causes. 

There was unrest before the war. 
It was due to the fact that the few 
had more than they could use, while 
the many hnd less than they needed. 
Th<* complaint against conditions was' 
taking form. Unrest was tending to- 
ward action. There was a class con- 
sciousness. It wns more than un- 
friendliness. It wns growing Into pos- 
itive hate. The war depression crys- 
tallised It, and the war shock from 
which the world suffered quickened 
the eugerness for action. The desire 
for h change was more than ugltatlon; 
It had grown Into determination and 
resolution Once the people hnd 
doubts about their ability to get free, 
decent lives through political uctlon. 
After the war suspicion of The work- 
ing class that the powerful Interests 
would and could defeat them on the 
polltlcul field became positive convic- 
tion. 

The great mass of toilers of the 
world coming out of the war In this 
frame of mind looked with sympathy 
upon the Husslnn expertme.nt with 
bolshevism. It was the kind of sym- 
pathy one has for the under-dog In a 
fight, and Russia had been an under- 
dog In the struggle for life and lib- 
erty through i'll the ages. 

Definite Policy Lacking. 

Unfortunately for the world today 
the Allied Governments of the world 
have been without a definite policy to- 
ward the soviet government In Itussiu. 
Their uttitude has been ooe of uncer- 
tainty; a purposeless antagonism of 
bolshevism. From the beginning tli# 
Allies, have opposed the soviet pro- 
gram and the bolshevik methods, but 
their opposition has taken no con- 
structive form; it has led to nothing; 
it has amounted to a disorderly 
scheme of Interference, a general plan 
of anuo.vance. At first the people of 
the world were told that the Allies 
would intervene and save the Rus- 
sians front the rule of violence Im- 
posed by the “Jted" army under the 
command of Lenine and Trotsky. The 
Allies did not iutervt-ne; it was well 
that they did not. but they did what 
was worse, they Intermeddled. Worst 
•f all, the Allied governments failed 
to keep the public fully, freely and 
frankly advised as to what the bol- 
shevik plan was. and the methods 
being used tc govern the greet 
Russian people. The world. In Its 
Ignorance of the real plan, the tuean-

fundamental meaning of natlonnl 
freedom, world liberty. The Allies 
gave their open sympathy — at least, 
when It was printed they did not offi- 
cially deny It — to every uprising In 
Russia, regardless of the character 
of the lender and the purposes of the 
movement. Then enme stories that 
some of these “white hopes” were 
brigands, adventurers, reactionaries. 
The people reasoned that the only 
ground for unofficial Interference ex- 
pressed In favoring these revolution- 
ists with the moral supp°rt of the 
Allies was that they were against 
the bolsheviks. Being ngninst the bol- 
sheviks did ndt amount to n good and 
sufficient reason In the minds of the 
people. It must he remembered that 
the general public looked upon bol- 
shevism ns thft “New oYder” nnd Its 
enemies as the social “standpntters” 
of the world. 

Kolchak Called Reactionary. 

Gradually the public was enlight- 
ened by the press, and Admiral Kol- 
chak was pictured ns a reactionary. 
It was pointed out that he was sur- 
rounded Hnd supported by the favor- 
ites of the old regime; that his plan 
wns to re-establish the, rule of the no- 
bility. Lntw reports showed that his 
leaders were the Cossack generals, 
Scmenoff. Knlmlnkoff and Itozonoff. 
The world knew something about 
these Cossack generals. They were 
said to hnve been part of the czar’s 
paid terrorists; now that the czar wns 
dend nnd they were no longer on his 
pay roll they l»nd become lawless mer- 
cenaries, nnd had seized upon the 
movement of counter-revolution In Si- 
beria to loot and pillage the people. 
From the best Information I have been 
able to get, coming from American 
soldiers, part of our expeditionary 
forces in Siberia, I hnve learned that 
while the Russians In Siberia are op- 
posed to bolshcAk violence nnd soviet 
rule, they nre more opposed to the 
coining Into power of a government 
headed by these hated Cossack gen- 
eruls. The British government open- 
ly recognized and aided Kolchak ; pri- 
vately and secretly Lloyd George ad- 
mitted that Kolchak was n reaction- 
ary. On January’ 16, 1019, at a con- 
ference of the allied leaders In Paris, 
the official minutes of the conversa- 
tions held report Lloyd George ns hav- 
ing said: 

"Moreover, from Information re- 
ceived It would appear that Kolchak 
hud been collecting members of the 
old regime around him. nnd would 
seem to be at heart a monarchist. It 
api**ared that the Czecho-Slovnl’.s 
were finding this out. The sympathies 
of the Czecho slovaks are very demo- 
cratic. and they are not at all pre- 
pared to fight for the restoration of 
the old conditions In Russia." 

It was the duty of the allied govern- 
ments to keep the people Informed 
concerning affairs in Russia. The press 
of the world Is civilized, human and 
patriotic, and would have respond- 
ed to all reasonable requests made 
to give the truth to the people. The 
Intelligence departments of the vari- 
ous allied governments had In their 
possession the truth ; they allowed It 
to spoil, while misleading, disappoint- 
ing reports were pllowed to circulate 
unchallenged. It was the duty of the 
allied governments to give the people 
the true story of the bolshevik pro- 
gram and the methods used by the 
bolsheviks. When we needed money 
for bonds, we used the public school- 
houses and the press to get the need 
to the public, and the people respond- 
ed. With this “Red" terror facing the 
world, schools, pulpits and the press 
should have been called upon, not for 
propaganda purposes, not to call the 
bolsheviks names, but to tell the peo- 
ple exactly what bolshevism meant. 
The sanity of the people of the demo- 
cratic allied countries could have been 
trusted. The policy or absence of 
policy of the allied countries seems to 
have overlooked the Irritated state of 
mind of the world, the mood of the 
people. As President Wilson put It: 
“Seeds need soil, and the bolshevlkl 
seeds found the eoll already prepared 
for them.”

DUST BATH VERY ESSENTIAL 


Be6t Results Cannot Be Expected If 
Hens Ace Permitted to Become 
Overrun With Vermin. 


If the best results nre to he expect- 
ed from the flock, the hens must not 
be allowed to become overrun with 
lice or the house with mites. Usually, 
there will be a place In the yard where 
the hens can dust themselves In tlm 
dry dirt. In the absence of such a 
place, a hox about 2 feet square and 
containing ordinary road dust or fine 
dirt should he placed In the house. 

A dust bath aids the hens In keep- 
ing lice in check nnd therefore adds to 
their comfort. If they are not uble to 
keep them In check by dusting them- 
selves. other measures ean bo taken. — 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture.

Stable Specie*. Exactly Resembling 
Houae Fly, Breed* In Decaying 
Matter and Excrement — De- 
•crlption of Other Specie*. 

(Prepared by the United State* Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Several species of flies are found 
commonly In houses. Some of them 
so closely resemble the true house fly 
that It requires very careful observa- 
tion to distinguish them from It. 

One of these Is the lilting stable fly 
(Fig. 1). It occurs frequently In 
houses nnd differs from the house fly

Ferhnps no article of diet of nnl- 
mnl origin Is more commonly eaten In 
all countries or served In a greater 
variety of ways than eggs, says the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. Hens’ eggs are most common, 
although the eggs of domestic poultry 
other than hens are sometimes used. 
Guinea eggs are eaten where they nn* 
readily obtained and are much prized 
for their delicate flavor. Turkey eggs 
are mild In flavor nnd are eaten to 
some extent, though they are usually 
too vnlunble for hatching to ho much 
used ns food. 

Ducks’ eggs nre stronger or more 
pronounced In flavor than hens’ eggs, 
the feed apparently exercising consid- 
erable Influence on the flavor, hut they 
nre much liked by mnny people nnd 
are now used more than formerly. 
Goose eggs are still stronger In tlnvor. 
Nevertheless, they have some use for 
table purposes, especially In regions 
where goose rnlslng Is common. In 
South Africa, where ostrich raising Is 
nn Important Industry, the eggs are 
used ns food to some extent and are 
regarded ns of excellent quality for 
cookery. Their food value Is also rec- 
ognized In regions of the United States 
where ostriches are rnls«*d. 

Eggs of wild birds, once commonly 
used, nre still enten, hut In a limited 
wny. Plovers’ eggs nre prized by epi- 
cures and the eggs of certain kinds of 
sen birds have been used to some ex- 
tent. 

Other eggs besides those of birds 
nre also eaten. Turtles’ eggs are gen- 
erally highly prized and very common- 
ly oaten where they can he obtnlned. 
The eggs of the terrapin nre served 
with the flesh In some of the dishes 
prepared from It. Fish eggs, espe- 
cially those of sturgeon, nre eaten In 
large quantities, nfter being preserved 
with salt, under the name of caviar. 
Shad roe !r another Illustration of the 
use of flsli eggs.

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FARMERS DO WELL 


Record Prices Paid Wheat Grow- 
ers of Western Canada. 


Will Get Above 40 Cents Over tha 
Fixed Scale Set — World Looking 
to the Dominion for Its 
Grain. 

It will he of Interest to many read- 
ers to learn that their fanner friends 
In Canada will do so well out of the 
wheat they grew on western Canada’s 
prairies last year. 

There was a fixed price of $2.15 per 
bushel paid for their wheat last sea- 
son. 

Not knowing the price ut which It 
would he possible to mnrkot the crop, 
the Canadian grain hoard, which or- 
ganization handled the whole of the 
Crop Inst summer, fixed $2.15 as a min- 
imum price for No. 1 wheat, and ar- 
ranged thnt each farmer should he 
given certificates for the qunntlty of 
wheat he delivered. The amount re- 
ceived over and above the fixed price 
which wns paid to the farmers when 
selling their wheat was to he divided 
pro rata at the end of the season, and 
the holders of these certificates will, 
therefore, participate In the extra 
price received according to the quan- 
tity of wheat sold. 

The latest advices nre that the 
wheat board will pay at least 40 cents 
a bushel over the fixed rate of $2.15 a 
bushel for their wheat of last season. 
This means thnt about $404)00,000 will 
he distributed among the farmers of 
Alberta. Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
This sum represents the difference In 
the price at which- the wheat crop wns 
sold and the price thnt was fixed for 
last season’s crop. 

Canadian Wheat In Demand. 

A declaration thnt Canadian wheat 
would In all probability sell this year 
nt between $.‘l and $5 per bushel, was 
made recently before a conference of 
western supporters of the*’ government 
by Dr. Robert Mnglll, who was one of 
a deputation from the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. Dr. Mnglll argued In fa- 
vor of open trading from the aspect 
of \<6frld conditions. He stated that 
no wheat could be exported from Hus- 
sln owing to lnternul troubles. 

llounmnln would have absolutely 
none to export, India was prohibiting 
export, while Australia’s acreage 
would fall from 12,000,000 to 7.000.000. 
The result would be that Australia 
would scarcely have enough to feed 
herself, and there would be absolute- 
ly no wheat for Europe, except from 
the Argentine and North America. 

Dr. Mnglll, according to formal an- 
nouncement, though It would be im- 
possible to secure ns good a price for 
the producer by control as by the 
open market. The United States mar- 
ket was now open, und, according to 
present prospects, there would he 
mighty little to spnre from that quar- 
ter. The net result would he thnt Oa- 
nadlan wheat would undoubtedly go 
to a record figure. — Advertisement.

The General 
Telephone Situation 


The reason orders for new telephone service errnnot he eompleteil ns promptly as 
in the past, and that some orders are delayed weeks or even months, is that we ' are 
trying to meet an abnormal demand for service with a sub-normal supply ,,f the 
materials ncccssarry to give service. 

It is not unnatural for persons moving into a house which formerly had tele, 
phone service to assume that, because of that fact, service to thorn is readily possible 
For this mistaken assumption we ourselves are chiefly responsible, because we usd 
to talk nbout “renting” a telephone, and even bill subscribers for “monthly rental.” 
Consequently the mind of the average subscriber is still focussed on the telephone 
instrument ns a controlling factor of telephone service. 

$f$SWhile the telephone instrument is indispensable, it is only one of more than a 
hundred essential parts of telephone equipment. Lacking any of these parts a tele- 
phone switchboard would lie ns ineffective as an an automobile without its 
carburetor. , 

Nome of these parts are made by ourselves; others by dozens of specialty man- 
ufacturers in various parts of the country. We could incense production * if wo 
eonld get the raw material and the transportation. Hut with labor troubles in the 
wire. drawing mills came a shortage of the copper wire necessary for cable and 
switchboards. Scarcity of paper caused almost a famine of the special kind of 
paper necessary for the insulation of these copper wires in the cables. And then 
came freight embargoes, following railroad labor troubles, so that for iIiiac weeks

Toronto, Ont., was chosen as next 
year's convention city by the Univer- 
buI Craftsmen Council Engineers of 
the World, at the annual convention, 
in Springfield, Mass., after a vigorous 
effort to obtain the convention had 
been made by members from New 
York, Philadelphia and San Francisco.

Russia would then undertake to 
evacuate Poland completely In favor 
of Germany, which would hold the 
country as a guaranty against future 
credits to Russia In return for Ger- 
man goods and German labor. 


The railways appear to be fairly 
well satisfied with the rate Increases 
authorized by the Interstate commerce 
commission, nnd announce that they 
are preparing to spend $700,0<X!,tXX> 
tlds year for improvements and bet- 
terments. The increases grunted are. 
In freight rates, aw average of 35*4 
per cent for the entire country; for 
passenger, excess baggage and milk 
rntes. 20 per cent; for Pullman rates, 
50 per cent. It Is estimated the In- 
crease In earnings will amount to $1.- 
583,000,000, and that the net operat- 
ing income of the roads will now be 
$1,134,000,000— nbout $100,000,000 less 
than the roads asked. 

As to the effect on the gonernl pub- 
lic, there Is difference of opinion. 
Some experts figure that the Increased 
rates will mean the adding of more 
than $1 a day to the cost of living of 
the average family. Others, equally 
expert, insist that the resulting better 
transportation nnd higher rate of pro- 
duction will bring lower prices. 


Russians Overrun Poland While 
the Allies Seek to Devise 
Ways to Stop Them. 


There lins been a lot 1 of sarcastic 
criticism of the League of Nations be- 
cause it line not taken cognizance of 
the Russo-Pollsli war. In a letter to 
Lord Robert Cecil, Viscount Grey, for- 
mer foreign minister, lias this to say : 

“The league had nothing to do with 
tile Russlan-Pollsli wur uud it is u 
crime against the league and Its mem- 
bers to charge It with responsibility 
when tli* responsibility clearly did not 
rust with the league, but with Indi- 
vidual governments. 

“The league was not Invoked to re- 
strain Poland, one of its own mem- 
bers, from aggression or, as the prime 
minister enlls it, reckless nnd foolish 
action, as It should have been. To in- 
voke the longue now to support Poland 
by arms ugalnst the consequences of 
her action is not merely Illogical; It is 
in fact, a greut misuse of the league.”

League of Nations Council Adopts 
Basic Plans — Railways Satisfied 
With Rate Increases — Commu- 
nist Labor Party Leaders 
Convicted in Sweden.

Suspicions that the soviet Russians 
were not acting in good faith when 
they offered to negotiate an armistice 
wiiti the Poles were well founded. No 
sooner had the Poles reached the place 
of meeting than t he Russians broke 
off the negotiations and demanded 
that another discussion ho opened at 
Minsk. All the time their armies con- 
tinued tlie tierce attack designed to 
cut off the Danzig corridor and to cap- 
ture Warsaw. At tills writing the for- 
mer part of that program lias been 
temporarily checked by Polish suc- 
cesses, hut the latter part Is about to 
be carried out. With the red artny 
within a few miles of Warsaw, the 
civilian inhabitants of that city were 
In lliglit and the government was pre- 
paring to move to Cracow. The Rus- 
sians iiad captured the great fortress 
of Brest-I.ltovsk nnd laid crossed the 
Bug river northwest of that place, ad- 
vancing in echelon In such a way as 
to force the Poles to evacuate the 
strong forts west of Brest-Lltovsk and 
eventually to drive them out of War- 
saw if succor did not come. Further 
north, soviet troops that had crossed 
the Narew river were defeated, and 
In tlie south, where they threatened 
Lemberg, they were being held and 
evt»n pushed buck in some places. 

Since It wus agreed that only out- 
side aid could save Poland from be- 
ing crushed by Die holslievlkl. the 
main question was tlie source and na- 
ture of that aid. Premier Lloyd 
George, placed In a most uncomfort- 
able position, was said to have called 
Krassin nnd Kamlneff, the soviet rep- 
resent a tl v^, to conference nnd to 
hnve demanded that tla* advance into 
Poland lie Immediately and uncondi- 
tionally stopped, even htffore tlie sign- 
ing of an armistice, or else Great Brit- 
ain would declare war. If this was his 
determination, it was reuclied despite 
the views of a considerable part of 
tils cabinet, including himself, that 
I** ace with Russia must be forced by 
economic rather than milltury meas- 
ures. Others of the ministers, lead by 
Winston Churchill, were said to favor 
unrelenting warfare on the liolslievikl 
and tlie extension of unlimited uid to 
Poland. There wus a rumor In Lou- 
don that the allies had determined to 
send six divisions to Poland, presum- 
ably some of tlie occupational forces 
from Germany. Also, tlie members of 
the supreme council of allied ambas- 
sadors were hurriedly called from 
their vacations to meet in Paris. 

The reply of Moscow to Lloyd 
George, according to tlie London 
Times, was a refusal to halt the bol- 
shevik advance on the ground that 
the army had been promised the loot- 
ing of Wursaw. The Russians said 
they were prepared to offer Poland 
complete Independence and wider 
boundaries, hut that they insisted on 
a separate peace with the Poles. 
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After n trial lasting many weeks, 
n jury In Chicago convicted William 
Ilross Lloyd, millionaire sergeant at 
arras of tlie Communist Labor party, 
and 10 other members of thnt party, 
of sedition, and nil of them were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. In addition 
Lloyd was fined $2,000 nnd two others 
$1,000 each. Throughout the country 
general satisfaction wns felt In tills 
result of u ense that wns considered 
one of the most Important evef held In 
an American court. As Special ITose- 
cutor Comerford expressed it: “Tlie 
verdict convicts the movement ns well 
ns tlie men behind it, and establishes 
n precedent which makes criminal 
the meeting of men for the purpose of 
advocating the overthrow of tlie gov- 
ernment.” 


CLEAN COAL 


The council of t^e League of Na- 
tions, In session at .San Sebastian, 
Spnin, is busy with plans for tlie pre- 
vention of future wars, and during the 
week it took several Important steps. 
First It adopted tlie French plan for 
an interuntlonnl general staff of mili- 
tary experts to devise plans of oper- 
ations in event any state makes war 
or violutes an agreement. Tills action, 
which was opposed by tlie United 
States last year, is thought to he pre- 
liminary to combined action against 
bolshevik Russia and ugninst Germany 
if she unites with tlie bolslievists. An- 
other French plan, though presented 
by Italy, also wus adopted, for the es- 
tablishment of an international block- 
ade committee nnd justifying the 
blockade principle. The plan of the 
advisory Jurists’ committee for an In- 
terantlonal court of Justice was adopt- 
ed ns submitted. Tills was almost en- 
tirely tlie work of Elihu Root. ,

Something like 50,000 Democrats 
gathered in Dayton, O., Saturday to 
hear Governor Cox told formally that 
lie Is the party's nominee for tlie pres- 
idency. The notification ceremonies 
took plnee in the Montgomery county 
fair grounds where u temporary 
amphitheater was erected. They were 
preceded by a parade In which about 
20.000 persons took part. Tlie town 
was handsomely decorated und the 
residents opened their homes to the 
visitors. 

In Ids speech of acceptance Gover- 
nor Cox declured that tlie United 
States should enter tlie league of Na- 
tions, immediately ratify the peace 
treaty and state our interpretation of 
the covenant as a matter of good faith 
and ns a precaution against misunder- 
standing in tlie future; the interpreta- 
tion clearly to show that the league 
Is not an alliance nnd thnt its basic 
purpose is peace and not controversy. 
On the matter of prohibition he said 
that any candidate for tlie presidency 
who says lie does not Intend to en- 
force tlie law Is more unworthy than 
the law violator. He declared he fa- 
vored the repeal of war tux«*s and the 
reduction of federal taxation, and sug 
gested a volume of business tax in- 
stead of the excess profits tux. In 
dealing with other Issues lie followed 
along tiie lines of tlie San Francisco 
platform. 


Kissing Relic of St. Anne for Healing 


As had been expected, the Greeks 
pretty much cleared Thrace of Turk- 
ish nationalists, hut Kemul l’usiiu 
wus not beaten and opened a strong 
offensive aguinst tlie Greek forces In 
Asia Minor along tlie liugdad railroad. 
At Sirnuv, northeast of Smyrna, which 
is outside their area of occupation, tlie 
Greeks were defeated in u 24-hour but- 
tle und forced to retreat. In order to 
prevent Greek occupation of Constan- 
tinople tlie Turkish cabinet wus hur- 
riedly reorganized, practically all tlie 
new members being friendly to Great 
Britain, und preparations were made 
for tlie signing of tlie peace treuty. 
But Constantinople is threatened 
from unotlier direction, according to 
reports from Sofia. It is said a strong 
Communist party is being organized 
in Bulgaria by Mudjuroff, u Uusso- 
phile; that ull Its men members from 
twenty to forty-five yeurs of uge, are 
being given arms und trained secretly, 
and that the purpose is to co-ui»cnit«? 
witli the Russian soviet troops in u 
drive on Constantinople. 


The strike of bitumiuous coal min- 
ers in the middle Western states, be- 
ing unauthorized and disapproved by 
the union, is petering out and the fear 
of a fuel famine is decreasing. Presi- 
dent Wilson usked tlie men to return 
to work pending adjustment of their 
complaints, and President Lewis of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
gave the same advice, making it us 
nearly mandatory as he could. The 
strikers in Illinois nnd Indiana slow- 
ly returned to the mines. Those of 
Kansas were ifiore stubborn and A. M. 
liowat, president of the state union, 
bitterly uttucked Lewis und refused 
to abide by bis Instructions. 

So far us Illinois und the Chicago 
region ure concerned, the Illinois pub- 
lic utilities commission took action 
that should relieve the situation there 
very markedly. This was an order 
forbidding the reconsigimient of cars 
of fuel after they have reached their 
destination und providing that on all 
carload shipments of coal, lumber, or 
other shipments in open top curs the 
railroads shall make a charge of $10 
a day for each day or fraction there- 
of that a car is held beyond tlie “free 
time” allowed by tlie roads In this 
way, It la believed, the evil of gam- 


in the Missouri state primary Breck- 
inridge Long, who campaigned on a 
League of Nations and law enforce 
merit plutfortn, won the Democratic 
senatorial noinliiutiou, and tlie Repuh 
limns renominated Senator Spencer. 
In Kansas tlie Republicans renominat- 
ed Senator Curds and Governor Al 
Jen. According to incomplete returns 
Representative Scott Ferris was lead 
lug Senator Gore for tile senatorial 
nomination in Oklahoma.

Washington. — A diplomatic contro- 
versy between the United States and 
Japan Is threatened because of the 
possibility of discriminatory legisla- 
tion by the state of California against 
the Japanese residents. 

Already Hainhrldge Colby, secre- 
tary of state, has received representa- 
tions from the Japanese ambassador 
here, and these are known to have 
been purely Informal and only Intend- 
ed to direct the attention of the Uni- 
ted States government to the Cal- 
ifornia situation. Legislation which 
It Is proposed will he submitted to a 
popular referendum at the California 
election In November Involves the is- 
sue whether the Japanese shall ho 
permitted to own land In that state. 

Five separate propositions, each of 
which hinges on land ownership, are 
Included In California proposals. First, 
it Is proposed to prohibit land owner- 
ship by the Japanese; second, to pro- 
hibit American-born Japanese minors 
from acquiring real estate; third, to 
prohibit the Japanese from leasing 
any land; fourth, to prohibit the Jap- 
anese parents from being guardians 
of tln-ir children's property; and fifth, 
to prohibit the Japanese from owning 
interest in corporations holding land. 

Gentlemen's Agreement Violated? 

Official Washington well under- 
stands that the United States gov- 
ernment can take no legal action, ex- 
ci-pt to suggest to the California slate 
officials that no legislation should he 
enacted to offend Japan. Violation 
on the part of the state of the so- 
called gentlemen's agreement between 
this country and Japan might lead to 
difficulties between the two govern- 
ments. The gentlemen's agreement, 
made In 1!)07, provides for the control 
\>y Japan of Japanese immigration to 
this country, hut the Californians 
claim that It is being violated in spirit 
by the Toklo government and that 
the Inlltix of Japanese, with lower 
standards of living and Incessant 
work, is a menace to the native Amer- 
icans. Under the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment, Japan agreed to Issue passports 
to her laborers to enter territories con- 
tiguous to the United States, and sho 
also recognized the right of the United 
States to deny entry to this country of 
Japanese laborers whose purports did 
not Include the continental United 
States.

Another cause of skidding, which 
comes chiefly in the country. Is due to 
a crowned road, or one which Is fresh- 
ly oiled. Tho novice will And n 
crowned road — that Is, one which Is 
higher In tho renter than at the sides 
— Is often dnngorous when wet. A 
road which Is much traveled accumu- 
lates quite a bit of oil, and water add- 
ed makes It a mighty slippery proposi- 
tion. One Is likely to toko a sudden 
slide Into the ditch. 

Chains Surest Safeguard. 

Antl-skld chains are necessary 
when traveling on roads such as I have 
described. Their use Is not Imperative 
on the front wheels ordinarily, al- 
though ninny careful drivers apply 
them there. Chains are the surest 
safeguard against skidding. 

When a skid occurs, turn the front 
wheels In tho direction of the skid, 
releuse the clutch and apply the brake 
gently when the wheels seem to take 
hold, not before. Do not apply the 
brake too harshly or you will Increase 
the skid action. 

Skidding often may be prevented l*.v 
throttling down the engine and apply- 
ing the broke while the clutch Is still 
engaged. This will prevent the rear 
wheels from locking. It Is a peculiar- 
ity of traction that revolving wheels 
are less likely to skid than where they 
are locked and sliding over the pnve- 
ment. Hut when you try this method 
ho very sure that when the brake Is 
applied you do not twist the steering 
wheel. 

The novice would do well to test 
this method on a wet pavement where 
there Is no truffle. Make the skid ns 
directed earlier In this article, but at 
a very moderate pace, and then try to 
correct It by this method.

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JACK DEMPSEY IS ACQUITTED 


Federal Court Dispose* of Much Die- 
cueaed Caee of World’* Champion 
Prize Fighter. 


After a trial lasting more than a 
week, a Jury In the federal court of 
Snn Francisco found Jack Dempsey not 
guilty of violating the selective serv- 
ice act. The Jury was out only ten 
minutes and returned Its verdict on 
the first ballot. 

The Indictment charged Dempsey 
with knowingly and wilfully falsifying 
his questionnaire In order to get de- 
ferred classification In Class 4a. In 
this document, which he signed In Chi- 
cago In January, 1918, he swore thnt 
Ills wife, mother, fnther, widowed sis- 
ter and the two minor children of the 
last named were mainly dependent up- 
on him for support, and had been living 
with him for a considerable time. 
These statements the government as- 
serted were untrue. 

The evidence showed that Dempsey 
received his questionnaire In Chicago 
and hnd it filled out nlmost Immedi- 
ately. Ills manager, Jnck Kearns, an- 
swered most of the questions, and 
Dempsey cave his assent as the nu-

gas mask is seen, ready for Immedi- 
ate adjustment.

for hoys or girls can usually arrange 
to furnish supplies of some sort to 
them. 

Besides these, usual means of pick- 
ing up pin money there are opportu- 
nities for women who own nnd drive 
enrs. In summer and winter resorts 
they get together sightseeing purtles 
nnd lake them on short motor trips 
that yield a pretty profit, or they es- 
tablish a regular trip carrying people 
to nnd from certain points. Women 
have proved themselves quite equul to 
driving motorcars In all pnrts of the 
country. Some young women have a 
very happy faculty for entertaining 
children. They undertake to look 
after n number of little ones one or 
two afternoons In each week, releas- 
ing mothers from their care for a 
brief time. The children must be 
brought to the home of their enter- 
tainer and called for. She provides 
for their amusement nnd gives them 
any attention they may need, for u fee. 
By looking ufter u number of them 
regularly the Income Is worth while. 

Some women* and girls are success- 
ful in soliciting subscriptions to peri- 
odicals and books. Some do well sell- 
ing merchandise, as stockings, corsets, 
embroideries, among their friends. In 
considering the matter of making pin 
money It Is necessary first to take 
stock of one's accomplishments to de- 
termine whut work Is easy to excel In. 
Women who know how to plan all the 
details for entertainments, luncheons, 
dinners and purtles are In demuud In 
thickly settled communities aud many 
of them turn -their gilts to good ac- 
count. 


T HERE are women In every com- 
munity who would like to earn 
pin money by some means that will 
not Interfere with their home duties. 
In the larger cities there are “short 
hour’’ women employed In the shops, 
with hours from eleven In the morn- 
ing until three or four In the after- 
noon, who find they enn manage tlielr 
household affairs and go to business 
too. But their homes are usually 
smnll and convenient apnrtments In 
which housework Is reduced to h 
minimum of effort. The same oppor- 
tunities do not come to women In the 
smaller towns nnd villages or on the 
farms. In the larger communities 
also there are opportunities of mer- 
chandising In n small way. Some 
women, familiar with millinery, do n 
thrifty little business In the spring 
and fall of the year, buying nnd sell- 
ing huts which they display in their 
own homes. Waists nnd neckwear 
prove worth while for others. A busi- 
ness of this kind Is usuully conducted 
by women who have hud experience 
In a store at some time. 

About the most soluble of all things 
ore good foods. Women who excel In 
any direction, us In making bread or 
cake or preserves, Jums, pickles, or In 
cunning fruits, have an opportunity to 
build up n permanent source of In- 
come If they can Introduce and mar- 
ket their products. Muny of them are 
using the parcels post for shipping di- 
rect from country to city. The first 
requisite Is to gather together u few 
customers, end this must lie done 
either through solicitation by mall or 
by personal solicitation. A friend will 
sometimes undertake to place farm 
products among her acquaintances In 
the city, and after the producer gets 
In touch with u few regular customers 
these can be asked to recommend 
commodities to their friends. Pre- 
serves, Jams and pickles, being less 
perishable than fresh fruits uud more 
profitable, ought to prove Interesting 
pros|>ecL8 to wotueu w ho excel in muk- 
lug them. 

Women who live near the main 
traveled roads used by motorcar tour- 
ists often pick up considerable money 
during the summer mouths selling all 
sorts of eatables to the passers by. A 
signpost at the side of the road di- 
rects the hungry and thirsty motor 
party to the wayside refreshments. 
Sandwiches, hard-boiled eggs, bread 
•nd butter, doughnuts aud cookies are 
conveniently bandied. Women* who 
find themselves near summer camps

MAKE SURE EGGS ARE FRESH 


Shall Chaos or Reconstruction in 
Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 


Method Generally Employed by Com- 
mission Houses for Purpose 1% 
Known as “CandHing." 


When supplying a fancy trnde with 
eggs, or on receiving eggs from outside 
sources. It Is often desirnhle to deter- 
mine tlielr freshness. The method 
generally used by commission mer- 
chants for this purpose Is known ns 
"candling," and consists in bolding 
the egg between the eye and a light 
so ns to note the contents. This 
should he done In a darkened room, 
using one of the egg testers on the 
market or simple home-made tester. 

The air space In a perfectly fresh 
egg Is very small, and ns the egg loses 
part of Its contents by evaporation 
Ibis nlr space Increases in size with 
the nge of the egg. Fresh eggs should 
appear clenr and bright, showing no 
tlnrk spots. Those accustomed to 
“candling" soon learn to detect stale 
eggs with n good degree of accuracy 
and rapidity’. 

Another method employed by some 
who hnve not a great number to test 
Is to put the eggs in a basin of water. 
If good they will lie on tlielr sides; If 
bad they will stand on the smnll ends. 
The older the egg the more upright 
It stands, and if very old It will he 
suspended In the water or even float 
on the surface. 


WHY BOLSHEVISM IS MENACE 


Governments and Men In High Place 
Have Erred From the Beginning In 
Their Methods of Fighting 
Ite Propaganda.

The bolshevik government launched 
a great propaganda drive to bring 
about disorder. It was. and Is. a crim- 
inal conspiracy to destroy the pence 
of the world. It Is nn appeal to the 
discontented, nn effort to mobilize the 
unrest of the world under the red flag 
of violence. In cunning nnd complete- 
ness bolshevik propaganda Is In a 
class hy Itself. It Is poisoned publicity. 
The bolsheviks carefully kept their 
methods out of tlielr propaganda. 
They emphasized the poverty of the 
world. They pictured conditions, al- 
ways ehnrglng these conditions to flie 
Inequality of distributing nnd Inylng 
the blntne at the door of the capitalist 
system. They Invented flne-sounding 
phrnses. In which they conccnled the 
seeds of hate. They quickened the prej- 
udices of the people; they pretended 
to sympathize with the poor. They 
urged men to unite and strike for free- 
dom. Had the governments of tho 
wrold met this propaganda with the 
truth nnd common sense, they would 
hnve used every nvnllnhle agency to 
tear the mask from the bolshevik gov- 
ernment nnd show the working people 
of the world the true character of that 
government and the methods by which 
It sustains Itself. The nllled govern- 
ments contented themselves with tell- 
ing the people that bolshevism was a 
had, dangerous thing, a pitfall. In- 
stead. they should have thrown search- 
right on It and let the people see Its 
rottenness nnd Its danger. Instead of 
fighting propngwntla with propaganda, 
falsehood with abuse, fire with fire, 
they should have fought fire with wa- 
ter, propaganda with truth, cunning 
with frankness, and nn enlightened 
and educated populace would have 
turned a deaf oar to bolshevik propa- 
ganda. The "Red" peril In the world 
would not be the dangerous menace 
It Is today. 

Working People Took Alarm. 

The working people notice^ thnt n 
portion of the press previously allied 
with the "Interests" and ngalnst the 
right of the people, thundered most 
bitterly against the bolshevik govern- 
ment. Th I* class of papers denounced 
bolshevism, called It names, hut gave 
little space to the calm, cool, plnln 
statement of the truth nbou. bolshe- 
vism. They were ns "red” In their con- 
servatism ns the Rods were false In 
tlielr propaganda. The newspnpers of 
this class have not the confidence of 
the general public; they hnve long 
been tinder suspicion. The bolshevik 
propagandists were In a better posi- 
tion to get results than the conser- 
vative press, nnd for three reasons; 
first, the bolsheviks had the sympathy 
of the workers of the world heonuse 
of their connection with the liberation 
of Russia ; second, the bolsheviks ap- 
peared ns the under-dog In thp fight ; 
third, the conservative press suffered 
from Its pnst reputntlon as the mouth- 
piece of those who stood In the way 
of better living conditions for the 
great majority. Many lending business 
inen..cnptnlns of Industry, followed the 
example of the conservative pr<*ss nnd 
denounced bolsjjevlsm Instead of ex- 
posing It. These men were under suspi- 
cion nnd their attitude confirmed the 
belief growing In the minds of the 
workers tlrnt bolshevism would benefit 
them. These same men denounced the 
workers In tlielr own countries when 
they sought better conditions. Working 
people remember that most of the re- 
forms that lias come has been wrung 
from the same conservative class* sel- 
dom. If ever, hifs a right been con- 
ceded to the working class. They have 
hud to fight, strike for It, and eveu 
In this hour some of the lending fig- 
ures of the employing minority call 
men bolsheviks who are not commmi- 
Isfs. who are not bolsheviks. On the 
contrary, they are good citizens, seek- 
ing, as they have a right to seek, a 
larger share, a fairer luensure of the 
things they t'iv*dnce. These methods, 
these attitudes, have reacted In the 
minds of meat who toll, and I have 
heard ninny of them accept the chal- 
lenge and proudly boast that they 
were bolsheviks, although in truth 
they were not. 

Investigators Unfairly Treated. 

Someone drew a curtain of silence 
around soviet Russia. At least so it 
seemed to the people. Men who catne 
out of Russia and brought with them 
reports which displeased their govern- 
ments were abused, tlielr reports suje 
prtssed. Itullit. Robins and Steffens 
are examples In America. The public 
at once came to the conclusion that 
these man had found conditions in 
Russia good ; that bolshevism was a 
safe, sane plan of government ; that 
It was succeeding. Of course, ibis is 
not the real story those men brought 
out of Russia, but the abuse, heaped 
on these ineu. the silencing of tWse 
uam. spoke louder and more eloquent- 
ly than any report could have done.

Can Surplua Vegetables for Uae Next Winter — In Some Cases Production la 
Being Curtailed and There la Need for Careful Saving of Every Bit of 
Surplus. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Greens of all kinds, both wild or cul- 
tivated, are well liked by most people 
and are valuable food In the humnn 
dietary. If more were eaten then* 
would be less need of resorting to the 
doctor. 

When the vnrious kinds of greens 
are young, tender and nt their best, 
some should he canned for use during 
the winter. Of the wild greens the 
dandelion Is the most common. Among 
the cultivated greens are Swiss chard, 
kale, Chinese cabbage leaves, French 
endive, cabbage sprouts, turnip tops, 
young tender New Zealand spinach, 
dandelion, young tender daslioen 
sprouts, native mustard, Russian mus- 
tard. collnrds nnd tender rape leaves. 
All possess Iron and other needed min- 
eral substances, nnd are nearly ns de- 
licious when canned as when fresh. 

The following directions for cnnnln/f 
greens are given by the United States 
department of agriculture: 

Can greens the day they are picked. 
Sort thoroughly, wash until clean and 


plnce the greens In n sieve or In 
cheesecloth. Blanch In live steam for 
15 minutes. Remove the greens, place 
In a freshly scalded pan and cut Into 
convenient lengths. Pack Into hot Jars 
which have been boiled 15 minutes 
nnd ndd boiling snlt water, using one 
tnblespoonful salt to one quart water. 
Put boiled rubbers on the Jars, then 
the boiled tops and partially sent the 
Jnrs. If a steam-pressure cooker Is 
used, process for 40 minutes under 
ton-pound pressnre. If a hot-water 
hath canner Is used, plnco the Jnrs on 
a false bottom In a commercial onn- 
nor or a wnshboller with sufficient wa- 
ter to cover. Process for three hours, 
timing after the water starts to boll. 
Remove nnd seal tight Immediately. 
Cool In a plnce free from drafts, test 
for leaks nnd store In a cool, dry 
place. 

The addition of a smnll amount of 
vinegar to vegetables which ure being 
canned apparently tends to Increase 
their keeping qualities. Not enough Is 
added, however, to he very noticeable 
to most people.

HOUSEWIFE OF TODAY 
KEEPS FOOD ACCOUNT 


Each Member Is Assigned Certain 
Part of the Meal. 


She is Checking Up Weights and 
Measures of Products.

Constructive Criticism Found to Be 
Valuable in Making Each Repast a 
Little Bit Better Than the 
Preceding One. 


Decreased Buying Power of Dollar 
Makes Her Think and Avoid All 
Klnda of Waate — Leeeena Prices 
In Many Ways. 


To moke sure that the girls In the 
home-making clubs, supervised by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture nnd the Connecticut State Agri- 
cultural college, are able to put to 
practical use what they have learned 
In the clubs about buying, cooking nnd 
serving food, their leuders have organ- 
ized “supper clubs." 

These clubs meet twice a month at 
the local leader's home. At the first 
meeting of the month a well-bulunccd 
meal Is planned with the help of the 
leader. Euch girl Is assigned a certain 
part of the meal, for which she Is re- 
sponsible. 

At the second meeting she brings the 
material and prepares, cooks and 
serves her part of the supper. Adults 
are asked to these suppers, and the In- 
vitations nre highly prized. The usual 
menu consists of meat, potutoes, one 
vegetable, hot bread, sometimes salad, 
dessert, and a hot drink. So far the 
average cost per person served hus 
been 24 to 2G cents. 

After the meal the club girls meet 
lu u group uud dlscusB and criticize 
the various urtlcles on the menu and 
the serving. This constructive criti- 
cism hus been found to be very valu- 
able In making each supper a little 
better in every wuy thun the preceding 
one. 


The modern housewife Is becoming 
expert In buying. She is reading the 
luhels, in accordance with the sugges- 
tion made by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, und checking 
up the weights und measures of the 
food .products she buys. She has 
learned when to buy in quantity and 
when In small amount, and when it is 
more economical to buy In bulk than In 
package. Muny hajre compared the 
cost of making bread at home and of 
buying It and are choosing the way 
that Is best for them. 

The lessened buying power of the 
dollur has made her think und avoid 
all kinds of waste. The family must 
be kept well nourished, hut the wife 
and mother should not provide more 
food than Is needed. She must kuow 
what kind of food will fill her market 
busket to the best advantage. Along 
with this knowledge Is thut of how 
much of the family food should come 
from each food group und how far It 
Is wise to suve money by using more 
food from the less expensive groups. 
The housewife of today Is keeping a 
food account nnd ch?cks up her weekly 
buying by the plun she has made. 

If elie wishes to try to lessen prices 
for everybody here are some of the 
ways she Is going at it : By pnxluclug 
food ut home ; by using local products ; 
by choosing food thut is plentiful in 
the markets; by lessening her use of 
such foods as are acurce ; by co-operu- 
tive buying; und by using the parcel 
post.

Equipment Exhausted 


Wc used to engineer our plnnt — switchboards, cables, circuits, and nil necessary 
parts thereof — to anticipate by several years the growth of population or manufactur- 
ing in any particular place or region. Consequently, we were always able to meet 
promptly demands for service, no matter how large or unexpected. 

Hence, during the war period we were able to give service to a rapidly increasing 
list of subscribers, although wc bad little priority consideration as a necessary 
industry and were compelled by government restriction to abandon our normal 
programme of advance construction.

When the war ended, however, these reserve facilities had been almost wholly 
pre-empted by the growing demand. Our usual reserve of central o filers, switch- 
boards, power plants, conduits, cables, manholes, pole lines no longer existed. Wc 
required rubber, paper, copper wire, lumber, silk, clay, glass, porcelain, pnrntlln, nnd 
many other tilings not ordinarily associated in the public mind with telephone 
service, in order to restore out reserves. 

Every business man will realize the difllcnlty experience in getting some, if not 
all, of these things. We had to get all, or devise some efficient substitute for those 
which could not be had. 

# 

We have installed more new telephones thus far tins year than in any previous 
similar period of telephone history; and we could have done still more but for the 
exhaustion of our reserve equipment caused by general conditions of production and 
transportation. These are showing signs of improvement, however. 

Our morale is good. Our people are earnestly desirous of giving good service 
and of extending it ns fast ns possible. Although there are many persons to whom 
wc cannot at once give telephone service because of conditions wholly outside our 
organization, we are determined to meet their desires ns soon ns it is humanly 
possible to do so.

France Acts Independently of 
Great Britain in the Russo- 
Polish Complication. 


The British parliament has passed 
and the king has npj>roved the new 
Irish coercion 1)111. The debate in the 
house of commons was hitter. Very 
optimistic persons think the law will 
restore order in Ireland. 

Much Interest and some excitement 
were caused by the British govern- 
ment’s course in dealing with the visit 
of Archbishop Mannlx of Australia, 
tlie warm advocate of free Ireland, 
who spent some weeks in the United 
States. He Intended to land in Ire- 
land. but government ngents removed 
him from tlie liner $nd put him ashore 
at Penzance under technical arrest. He 
proceeded to London, but ills move- 
ments were restricted by orders. He 
received Invitations to address meet- 
ings In tunny places In England, Scot- 
land and Ireland. The treatment of 
the archbishop looks, at tills distance, 
like a characteristic lilt of British 
“muddling," hut probably tlie govern- 
ment knew what it was about. To nn 
interviewer the churchman said what 
he wanted was to see England get out 
of Ireland. Intimating that the latter 
as an independent country would lie 
no more tin* enemy of Great Britaiu 
that it is now.

— Resistance to Red Armies In- 
creasing — Express Workers 
Get Wage Increase.

A new steamship service from Bos- 
ton to Liverpool and Glasgow is to 
ho established this month by tho 
North Atlantic & Western Steamship 
Company. The Shipping Board has 
allocated two 8,800-ton freighters to 
the company for the new route. 

Tho Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts now owns* forty-five gallons of 
homo brew, said to contain about 4 
per cent, alcohol. It was found when 
tlie police rebently raided the home 
of Angeleo Caprarl, No. Adams, and 
has now been turned over to the State. 

After twenty-six years, $8 rent due 
Morris Gatsllck of No. Adams. Mass., 
has been paid to his heirs. Twenty- 
six years ago a family lived in one of 
Mr. Gatslick’s tenements. After tho 
husband died tlie wife was unable to 
pay a month's rent, amounting to $8.

The United States will employ “all 
available means” to safeguard the in- 
dependence and territorial integrity of 
Poland, and will not recognize the 
soviet government of Russia. 

The French government has recog- 
nlwd the Wrnngel government of 
southern Russia and will give it mili- 
tary aid ngalnst the bolshevlki; and 
the French representatives in London 
have lieen instructed to break off uil 
relations with Krnssin and Kameneff. 
the soviet trade commissioners there. 

Tlie British government, though 
somewhat dismayed by tlie American 
and French announcements and the 
apparent breMk with France, still 
hopes and believes a jieace onn be ne- 
gotiated between Russia and Poland. 

The Russians, persisting in their re- 
fusal to permit mediation by any third 
party, sent a delegation to Minsk to 
meet the Poles, and continued their 
circling movement designed to cap- 
ture Warsaw. 

Tlie* Poles sent representatives to 
Minsk to talk armistice, and, having 
withdrawn in good order from their 
advanced positions, established two 
lines of defense before Warsaw and 
prepared for an exleaslve counter 
stroke. 

hi tlie lineup of the powers, Italy 
stands with Great Britain, ami France 
counts on tlie support of tlie United 
States. Germany maintains an osten- 
sible neutrality while hoping for the 
crushing of Poland, believing tlie 
Polish adventure was Instigated and 
directed by France. 

Such is tin* summary of conditions, 
on tin* day of writing. In tlie biggest 
of tlie wars that are still going on. 


Kameneff outlined the nrmistlce 
terms the soviet was ottering Poland, 
and in some respects they were rea- 
sonable. They Included, however, de- 
mobilization of the Polish army with- 
in one month and the demobilization 
of ail war Industries. Another clause 
demanded that the families of nil Pol- 
ish citizens killed, wounded or inca- 
pacitated in the war shall be given 
land free. Tills was looked on ns a 
part of the plan to establish soviet 
rule in Poland. 

Tlie encircling movement of the 
soviet nrinles carried them ncross tlie 
Warsaw-Dnnzlg railway and down 
toward tlie Vistula from tlie north. 
But tlie other rail line to Danzig, 
through Thorn, seemed snfe for the 
present. Tlie Polisli forces were be- 
ing concentrated and regrouped, mid 
a competent observer, formerly in tlie 
American army, declared that though 
the Polish position was serious it was 
not desperate. Tlie stories of panic 
and complete loss of morale lie said 
were false, and were tlie result of a 
propaganda by tlie enemies of Poland. 
Tlie spirit of tlie Polish people was 
still high, lie asserted, and men and 
women in large numbers were volun- 
teering in all classes of war service. 


Another big wage Incrense award 
was made last week by the United 
States railway lnlior board, tlie em- 
ployees of tlie American Railway Ex- 
press company being tlie beneficiaries 
tills time. They were granted n flat 
increase of 10 cents an hour and the 
total will amount to $30,550,445 a 
year. Tlie heads of tlie four unions 
affected appeared well satisfied with 
tlie award. 

The rnllwny rate incrense ran 
ngalnst a snag in Illinois when tlie 
state public utilities commission ruled 
thnt tin* 2-cent passenger fare In tin* 
state was restored by the passing of 
tlie wartime transportation act ; de- 
nied applications for Increases to 3.0 
cents per mile, for increased surcharges 
on Pullman and parlor car fares, 
for increase of commutation rates and 
for Increased milk rates; and denied 
application for 40 per cent incrense in 
freight rates, granting a temporary 
Increase of 83 1-3 per cent. 


A correspondent who lias just com- 
pleted tlie trip from Vladivostok to 
Finland says that from one end of 
Russia to the other is heard the cry 
for food and clothing, and Nikolai 
Lenlne himself is said to have admit- 
ted that tlie Russian people eunuot 
pass through unotiier winter like tlie 
last. • 

On Wednesday the soviet govern- 
ment signed a provisional peace treuty 
with Letvla and agreed with Finland 
upon armistice conditions. These ar- 
rangements will make more difficult 
the maintenance of a blockade of Rus- 
sia by the allies if that course is 
found necessary. 


Franklin Roosevelt was formally 
notified Monday of ids nomination for 
the vice presidency by tlie Democrats, 
and two days Inter opened tlie Demo- 
cratic campaign in Chicago with a 
speech in which lie made a special 
plea for the support of the old Bull 
Moose element. Both in tills address 
and In his speech of acceptance be ex- 
hibited a spirit of fair-mindedness 
that won commendation. Governor 
Cox began ids speaking tour tlie lutter 
part of the week. , 

The front porch campaign plans for 
Senator Harding have not been 
changed, but tlie Republican leaders 
will make extensive use of “publicity" 
— news stories, advertising and the 
movies. It was expected that Harding 
would soon declare himself as to Just 
what kind of a League of Nations he 
thinks would he aceeidalile to the 
American people, for lie does not wish 
the nation to believe that because he 
Is against tlie Wilson league, he is 
against any league. 

Tlie prohibition nominees, Watkins 
and Colvin, both delivered their ac- 
ceptance speeches at Germantown.

President Wilson’s statement of 
America’s position was made to Italy. 
In it in* suggested that tlie conflict 
might lie elided by tlie withdrawal of 
all Russian forces from Poland ami 
tlie withdrawal of all allied troops 
from ethnographic Russia, together 
with assurances hy tlie allied and as- 
sociated powers that Russia will not 
be dismembered. He urged that any 
dealings with the soviet regime tie con- 
fined within “the most narrow boun- 
daries to which the discussion of nn 
armistice can be confined,” and scored 
the soviet government as tfiHt of a 
tyrannical ami dishonorable minority 
whose assurances and guarantees are 
practically worthless. In asking thnt 
tlie true boundaries of Russia be re- 
flected. the note specified that those 
boundaries should nut Include Fin- 
land. ethnic Poland or such territory 
us may by agreement form a part of 
tlie Armenian state. Just what tlie 
president im-unt by “all available 
Dieans” in promising aid to Poland 
was not made clear, hut it was as- 
sumed, both by government officials 
end by the representatives of Poland 
1 1 Washington, that tlie phrase did 
not Include the dispatch of troops. 
Prime I.ubomlrskt. tlie Polish minis- 
ter. did not ask for armed assistance, 
but suid the need of ids countrymen 
was for food, clothing, arms and other 
war munitions. These, he added, are 
Deeded immediately and imperatively

have established headquarters of a 
Persian soviet republic ut Ardebll, a 
little south of the Caspian.

“member" of another, as listed above, 
Who asked that his name be withheld. 

The anonymous donor, In his letter 
transmitting a check which will care 
for one of the fatherless waifs a year 
Under the Legion plan, says he “would 
be glad to have the privilege of being 
an adopted father another year If nec- 
essary." 

The New Jersey post forwarded Its 
contribution to the Legion’s national 
treasurer, Itobert H. Tyndall, through 
Thomas Ooldlngey, state adjutant, and 
expresses no preference as to the sex 
or age of Its prospective protege. 

It. L. Jones, adjutant of the Mil- 
waukee post, writes: 

“At the Inst meeting of the post, 
the membership unanimously decided 
to adopt n little French orphan and 
would prefer a little glrL I am in- 
etructed to request of you, If possible, 
the little girl’s picture and also her 
name and address In order that we 
may keep In touch with her from time 
to time. 

“Luckily, there Is a member of onr 
post who Is able to rend and write 
French and therefore will have no 
trouble In corresponding with the little 
girl.” 

Advices from France are that 3,000 
children, the keenest sufferers In the 
after-tlie-war distresses of the coun- 
try, are threatened with actual want 
Many were once .the wards of A. E. F. 
outfits.

Although 
he had attended the first riattsburg 
school, he was unable to obtain admis- 
sion to the first officers’ training camp 
after war was declared because of u 
physical handicap, ne was a first 
lieutenant before going overseas with 
the On® Hundred and Fourteenth In- 
fantry of the Twenty-Ninth division 
with which he served In France. He 
first became conspicuous In public life 
as the youngest member of the Slxty- 
Fourth congress, having been elected 
at the age of twenty-seven. Before 
that he had been secretary of the state 
i of Delaware at twenty-six.

Water Distillation In Desert. 

In the big desert of f’hlle there la a 
considerable amount of brackish wa- 
ter. But no water thut either human 
beings or stock can drink. Science, 
i however, lias come to tiie aid of this 
rainless section of tiie country in the 
form of an Ingenious desert water- 
works. consisting of u series of frames 
containing 20.000 square feet of glass. 
The panes of glass are arranged la 
the shape of a V, and under each pane 
Is a shallow pan containing brackish 
wnter. Tiie heat of the sun evaporates 
the water, which condenses upon tiie 
sloping glass, and, made pure by this 
operation. it runs down into little 
channels at the bottom of tiie cunul.

839,(100.00 more, while 828,000.00 is appropriated for street railway 
deficit. 

The total town appropriations of 1919 were 82(5 4,612.1 1 .and this year 
they arc 8401 ,056.78, n net increase of 8186,444.67 or over 50 per cent.

On the evening of July 17, 1845. 
there met at "the home f of Josiali E. 
Rtce, six of the most prominent and 
influential citizens of East Weymouth, 
namely: John P. Lovell, Warren W. 
Barker, James Hawes Jr., Zachariah 
L. Biikmell. Josiah E. Rice and Ez 
ekiel W. Coflln, all being members of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
uud all except the last named being 
members of Norfolk lodge 48, of Dor- 
chester Center, Massachusetts. 

At this meeting it was voted to pe- 
tition the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts for a charter to institute a lodge 
of Odd Fellows in East Weymouth and 
that it be uamed Crescent lodge. 

Cards of clearance being secured 
from (heir resect ive lodges and the 
lequest to the Uruiid Lodge being 
grunted. Crescent lodge No. 82, 1. O. 
O. F., was instituted by the officers of 
the Grand Lodge on the evening of 
August 22, 1845, in its hull ut the 
Corner of Middle and Broad streets. 

From the very begluuiug Crescent 
lodge bus steadily growu in strength 
both in dispelling the principles of the 
order and in membership. From the 
6 charter members on August '22. 1845. 
it has growu to uu organization of 303 
members after 75 years of prosperity 
and has had on its membership roll 
during that period 71* names. 

Cresceqt lodge is also proud of the 
fact that on Feb. 18. 1875, Id broth 
trs were granted withdrawal cards 
that they might establish Wildey 
lodge of South Weymouth, which has 
been a great credit to Odd Fellow- 
ship and almost equals in member- 
ship i's parent lodge. 

The tirsl home of Crescent lodge 
was in the building at the corner of 
Middle and Broad street* in Central 
Square. East Weymouth, afterwards 


commonly known as "The Old Green 
Shop." This building is still stand- 
ing und is the one occupied in part by 
Dr. George H. McGrath. 

Nearly three years later on Jan. 26. 
1848, the lodge moved Into new and 
larger quarters over Bro. Henry 
Loud's store, now occupied by Bro. 
JumeB Ford ub u furniture store. 

They continued to carry forward 
the work of Odd Fellowship until Jan. 
5. 1805, when once more their activi- 
ties were changed to the rooms over 
tlic store in Jackson Square known 
us Loud's or Bicknell’s store, it being 
the same building occupied until re- 
cently by Bro. Everett Loud oh a gro- 
cery stor*. 

On March 13. 1884. the lodge voted 
to purchase the lot at the corner of 
Commercial and Cottage streets, 
where its present structure now 
stands, and on Oct. 2, 1884, they again 
returude to the rooms over Ford’s 
Furniture store, the same rooms being 
ings were held here until :hev moved 
into their present lodge rooms, where 
tin- lirst meeting was held on April 3 
18*0. 

Tlie present building known as Odd 
t ellows Opera House was constructed 
by Crescent Lodge Hall Association, 
the cornerstone was laid In October, 
188*. and the dedication services took 
place iu April. 18*0. 

The upper floor is used for lodge 
purpose;, it being the home of Cres- 
cent lodge, No. 82; Wompatuck en- 
i ampment. No. 18; and .Steadfast 
Kebekah lodge, No. *8. The street 
Poor has a large hall, an excellent 
.-tage. while the lower floor is devoted 
mostly for use as a banquet hall. 

Warrec W. Barker was the first 
Noble Grand of Crescent lodge and 
was active in all its work up to the

DANGER IN GERMAN AMBITION 


v-ton Idea Is to Exploit Russia 
While the People Fear the Allies 
Seek Return of the Old 
Regime. 


Article XXXI

Tty their policy of Intermeddling, the 
Allies hnvo lost the confidence nnd 
good will of the Russian people; I 
do not mean the bolshevik government, 

1 mean the great mass of the Russians. 
They have resented strangers In their 
land; outside Interference has been 
unwelcome. It has strengthened the 
bolshevik power nnd created distrust 
of the Allies In the minds of the peo- 
ple of Russia. Our soldiers In Si- 
beria were constantly being asked 
"Why are you here?” It was the one 
question they could not answer. 

The Russians look upon Germany 
ns their only friend. German pem*- 
trntlon Is going on. Itefore C/.ar Nich- 
olas' regime ended It wns estimated 
that over half the Industries of Russln 
were owned or managed by Germans. 

Since the war the Germans have 
doubled their efforts to Prussianise 
Russia. They have assiduously culti- 
vated the good will of the people. 
German commercial agents speak the 
Russian language. They are In touch 
with Russian needs. They nre not In- 
terfering with the Russian problem. 
They are selling to Russln and giv- 
ing long-time credit. The Russians 
look upon them as friends ant) on the 
Allies with suspicion. The consensus 
of opinion In Russia Is thnt the Al- 
lies are bent upon exploiting Russln 
nnd delivering her to the old regime. 

Prussian Officers In Soviet Army. 

Under secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs of the Polish government. 
Skrzynskl, told me of a document In 
Ills possession which showed that Gen. 
von tier Goltz of the Prussian 
army offered to furnish "unter” nfll- 
cors for the soviet army nt a wage 
of 33 marks a day, with the further 
understanding that the bolshevik 
government would give these oflloers 
a bonus of 11,000 marks each nt the 
end of their tlrst yqnr of service. 
There Is much evidence thnt the bol- 
sheviks accepted the proposal nnd thnt 
the “Red" army Is being Prussianized. 
The under secretary of state added 
that he was convinced a treaty ex- 
isted between the soviet government 
nnd the Prussian minister of war. 

la October of 1010, the following dis- 
patch to the Dally Mull of London 
was printed: 

"The ‘Frelhelt' says thnt the soviet 
government has asked the German 
government to send 800.000 working- 
men to Russia to aid In the revlvnl 
of Russian Industries. These work- 
ingmen will hu under the order of en- 
gineers nnd managers from German 
factories, and Russia will thus he 
peaceably Invaded by the Germans 
nt the express desire of the soviets.” 

1 was In Warsaw at the time, and I 
sought confirmation of tills dispatch. 
Prom many responsible ofllclnls T 
learned that this dispatch was true 
ami that the Invasion has already 
begun. During this time Germany had 
Intact an army of over 100,000 vet- 
eran Prussian troops under Gen. 
Von der Goltz. While Germany had 
nn alleged republican form of gov- 
ernment. with Doctor Khert as 
president, no steps were tnken to de- 
mobilize Mils powerful Prussian mili- 
tary force. The peace table sitting In 
Paris recognized the menace to the 
security of Kurope presented by the 
Von jler Goltz army. There was 
much ado about It Foch was sum- 
moned to conference. The result was 
the demand made through General 
Foch that Von der Goltz he stripped 
of command. This wns compiled 
with, hut the Prussian army was un- 
disturbed. Von der Goltz continued 
to be the commander of this force, 
notwithstanding his formal resigna- 
tion of the command. 

Germany St III Powerful. 

Let there tie no doubt In any one’a 
rulnd thnt Germany Is eoming back. 
In fact she bus come hack. Germany 
has never felt <l.at she was defeated. 
The will to win (o conquer, atill lives. 
She is preparing for I tie crisis, and 
when it comes ilie Allies will rind her 
h« eiunomlcall.v prepared as she was 
ready In a military sense In 191-4. Ger- 
many was not devastated by the war. 
None of the righting was done on Ger- 
man soil. Germany looted and pil- 
laged Russia. Kelgluiu and France, 
taking raw materials, timber, coal and 
machinery. The trains bringing food 
and soldiers to the fronts did not 
return empty. They carried back to 
Germany household goods, live slock, 
mineral*, timber, machinery. ThU 
went on for four years. Germany 
took millions of wen and women from 
Russia. Belgium and France, prison- 
ers and civilians. She used their la- 
bor power to keep up her ecouomle 
life 

For the 4>enerit of those who doubt 
Germany's present economic prepar- 
edness I want to give a bit of evidence 
1 gathered al the Polish German front 
in Upper Silesia. 1 talked to the 
commuuder of the Polish military po-

C ANTON Is the Paris and Hun- 
ker Hill of China. 

The Chinese Say that he 
who has not lived in Canton 
knows not luxury. Equally true Is it 
that the American of lowliest estate 
who has not seen Canton knows not 
poverty. In contrast to ancient tem- 
ples. and palatial homes surrounded 
with park-1 Ike gardens, are the beg- 
gars at their gifies, covered w!t.t 
sores and whining for a pittance; the 
leuden-eyed porters, straining under 
their burden of humanity or baggage; 
women haggling for a plgeon-egg-sized 
lump of bean curd, half a dozen pea- 
nuts, a dozen rousted beans, or a strip 
of meat the size of a rasher of bacon 
as a special luxury for the family din- 
ner. 

A five anil ten-cent store would he 
a Tiffany’s for many well-to-do Can- 
ton families. The cent, now a sort 
of war tax annoyance to us, would 
lmve to be subdivided for the China- 
man. Ills smallest coin, the cash, nor- 
mally worth one-twentieth of an Amer- 
ican cent, wns too large In some 
places, and bamboo tokens are rec- 
ognized by tradesmen ns worth half 
u cash. 

Yet there is luxury, expressed not 
only In homes, commerce, and busi- 
ness structures, but In products which 
make Canton tlte art center of Chinn. 
Its Incquer and sandalwood articles 
are unique, Its Ivory carving unsur- 
passed, Its pottery, gem setting, and 
fans, from the pnlm leaves we buy 
for a few pennies to the Ivory-handled 
feather ones the tourist bargains for 
at $25 or $:in, are world famous. 
Revolutionary Center of China. 
Patriotically Canton 1ms several 
points of contact with the American. 
Most likely the firecrackers which dis- 
turbed our early-morning slumbers on 
the Fourth of July enuto from there, 
as well as the fan we carried to the 
community demonstration later. Cun- 
ton was the birthplace of the revolu- 
tion In 11)11 that ended the Manchu 
dynasty, and hus been the storm cen- 
ter of other revolutionary activities 
since. 

Except for a few newer streets, It 
still Is true that Canton Is u “city of 
u million without a wheel or u beast 
of burden." Strangely undent In some 
respects. Canton long has practiced 
some of the expedients which ure be- 
ing urged us experiments In western 
lauds. 

So far us her business district Is 
concerned, the city Is thoroughly 
"zoned." The shopper may find prac- 
tically ull the city has to offer in wood 
curving on one street, In silks und em- 
broideries on another. In jewels and 
precious stones on another, lairing 
the coal shortage in our eastern states 
in recent winters, efforts were made to 
do rooking at central kitchens und 
serve food “ready to eat" at homes In 
the neighborhood. Long has the fuel 
shortage been acute In Canton, driv- 
ing the housewife to dtuff, twigs. Ut- 
ter, for her cooking, und making cook- 
lug aud vending on the streets u re- 
course of the poor rather than a fad 
with the rich. The Chinese "hot dog 
man” has a greater vurtety, but small- 
er portions, than our own, und lie is 
not to be recommended from the 
standpoint of sanitation. 

Fighting the Plague, 
iltiiuuu life inevitably becomes 
dumper Iu the midst of congestion, 
suffering and poverty. Early efforts 
to tight the bubonic plague were grave- 
ly met with the argument that there 
were too muny tumults to feed, auy- 
way, in Cuutou, und the plague, like 
the typhoons, were providential fur 
those wlio escaped. 

Humane science finally won the day, 
aud the tin boxes on street corners 
are nut to be mistaken for trash re- 
ceptacles. They are for dead rats, 
which ure collected aud burned. The 
tornadoes wreak peculiar havoc be- 
cause of the |iecuilar dwelling place 
of some 125.000 of Cantou's Inhabi- 
tants — ou houseboats. These bout 
dwellers, the Tuu-mln, are social 
purluhs. Their women formerly fur- 
nished the “sipping girls" on the “flow- 
er boats," floating haunts of the under- 
world, which were burned several 
years ago. Their men engage In the 
river traffic that Is an essential feu 
<re of Canton's commercial life. 


The dry Is 70 miles up the Penrl 
river from the sen. Naming the kinds 
of Junks that ply nhout Canton re- 
quires as much knowledge ns picking 
the makes of automobiles that spin 
along Riverside drive or Michigan ave- 
nue. The "slipper boats" are recog. 
nimble because of a striking resem- 
blance to their European-given nick- 
name; the "Cunton sampans" are nu- 
merous; the two-masted pnssenger 
Junks ure the Canton-Ilongkong fer- 
ries, but the most curious of the tunny 
other kinds, perhaps, are the che-tlng, 
operated by Chinamen stepping on a 
treadmill In the rear. These were In- 
vented by tin European who sensed 
that man power Is the cheapest and 
most plentiful to he hnd In Chinn — 
land where labor-utilizing rather than 
labor-saving devices pique tlte Inven- 
tor. 

The gutters are In the middle of the 
street, In Canton. The divers down 
by the water front go In feet first. 
The Canton bon-bon is pit-tan, eggs 
preserved In rice hulls, ashes nnd lime. 
If it ntnn has a beautiful yard or gar- 
den, he hides It by a high wall ; but 
once the visitor breaks through this 
privacy, In company with n trusted 
guide, he may find himself not only 
on the premises but conducted through 
nn exclusive home us If It were a pub- 
lic building, and tlte household mem- 
bers go serenely nbout their own affairs 
while they, too, are described and ex- 
plained by the cordial friend. Here 
Is a hint of the origin of the China- 
town tours In our great cities. 

Temples and Legends. 

If the struggle for existence sug- 
gests materialism, one need only visit 
the temples In Canton, to glimpse tlte 
delicate, subtle, nnd during Imugluu- 
tlon of the seemingly literal, cnutlous 
Chinaman. The "Flowery Pagoda, " 
with the copper pillar topped by a 
golden bull, Is where u fumed Indlun 
missionary once spent u night und 
so fragrant was his presence tlmt the 
tower still is free from mosquitoes. 
To the “Five Fairies Temple" once 
eume live genii, wearing coats of dif- 
ferent colors und riding gouts of differ- 
ent colors. Euch fulry brought u stalk 
of grain, which wus given to the peo- 
ple with the benediction “Dwell here 
in perpetuul peuee, and never know 
famine." The fairies departed, hut 
their steeds turned to stone, and re- 
muln to this day In the temple. A 
more mechanical curiosity is the tow- 
er where time Is meumtred by water 
dripping from four copper vessels, ar- 
ranged ut different levels. 

The hills about are fumed no less 
for their legends than for the terraces 
where the ginger root Is grown that 
is preserved by the Cantonese. One 
peak Is crowned by a rock thut sways 
when spoken to In uugry tones ; there 
Is u stream where some Or^ntnl 
Enoch drank u potion of Iris leaves 
und, becoming immortal, wus wafted 
uway to heaven. 

There is u chamber of commerce ut 
Cunton, but tlte characteristic Indus- 
trial bodies are the guilds, 72 lit num- 
ber, Iron bound, self-perpetuuting or- 
ganizations, of great power both eco- 
nomically und politically. The Chi- 
nese merchant and urtlsuu lk uu apt 
example of the tremendous forces of 
inertia, or precedent, If you like. In 
Chinese life. He carves, brews, or 
sells gold foil, uot only because his 
father or grundfuther did, but because 
Ids remote ancestors, when Columbus 
suited westward or Marco l'olo toured 
east, did that very thing in Just that 
way. 

Quullty, uot variety, is the merit he 
seeks, und the guilds define the exuct 
sphere of their members minutely. 
There Is the Guild of Dealers iu Cloth 
Interwoven with Metal Threads of 
Various Colors, the Guild of Dealers 
in Kerosene Lamps, the Guild of Deal- 
ers iu Hand-Reeled Silk, and the Guild 
of Dealers In Liquor R rawed from 
Rice. 

The honesty of the Chinese mer- 
chant Is proverbial. In Canton llvod 
Hon Qua. a millionaire, who furnished 
a conspicuous example of this quality. 
When a firm which owed large sums 
to foreigners became bankrupt, Hou 
Qua headed a list of Cautou business 
men who made good the debt, on the 
ground that Chinese credit must uot 
be tarnished.

New Telephone Equipment Scarece 


We appreciate, anil with deep sympathy, the feelings of a subscriber who has 
hbught or leaned a house in some section where, for the 4me being, we are without 
facilities, and whojsays to our comercial representative: “ Why, you have poles and 
wires on the street and the houae itself is wired. All you need to do is connect us up.” 

We wish the solution were as simple as all that. There may be polea and wires, 
but every wire already assigned. There may be a cable, but not a spare circuit in 
the cable. There may be a spare circuit, but not another inch of available switch- 
board at the central office with which to connect that circuit. We have bad new 
sections of switchboard delayed weekB in their operation because of the absence of 
such little accessories as ringing keys or relays. 

The reason for this scarcity of telephone equipment is very simple. We couldn’t 
maintain our usual ratio of advance construction during the war, because the govern- 
ment needed for war purposes the very things we needed for telephone purposes. 
Consequently our margin of reserve facilities was gradually absorbed by the demaud. 

We rre short of copper wire, silk, rubber, clay, beeswax, glass, thread, porcelain, 
paper, paraffin, antimony, tin, shellac ami other materials entering into the con- 
struction of telephone equipment because the whole world is short of these things or of 
material fabricated from them. Our engineers are searching the markets of the world 
for these things while other experts are endeavoring to develop satisfactory substitutes. 

We are making progress in both directions, but it is necessarily slow because 
never has there been sqcb a demand for service as ut the present time. Incidentally, 
there has never, in a similar period, been such a fulfilment of demand. 

We want to make clear to those awaiting telephone service that we rculize the 
handicap under which they are lalmring and are keenly desirous of removing it as 
soon as possible. We want them to understand, also, that building a telephone plant 
is not a matter of some poles and wire, but literally of hundreds of different kinds of 
material, raw or fabricated. Nevertheless the spirit of our people is not to set up 
this difficulty as au alibi, but rather as a challenge to their inventive genius and 
resourcefulness.

CURRENT EVENTS 

Soviet Russians Put to Rout by 
Poles Following Strategy of 
Foch and Weygand. 

WARSAW APPARENTLY SAVED 


Baron Wrangel Scores More Victories 

Over the Reds — Tennessee Legis- 
lature Gives Final Touch to 

Suffrage Ratification — Min- 
ers and Operators Can't 
Agree. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Once more French military genius 
has triumphed over that of the Ger- 
mans. Following the strategy of Mar- 
shal Foch and General Weygand. the 
Poles last week put to rout the Invad- 
ing Hussions who. If reports are to 
be credited, are directed In their move- 
ments by former olllcers of the Ger- 
man unity. • 

At this writing the (Inal outcome of 
the struggle cannot safely he predict- 
ed, for the battle Is still In progress, 
hut all dispatches Indicate that War- 
saw has been saved and that the Dan- 
zig corridor has been cleared of the 
reds. Rejecting the first suggestion 
of Foch and Weygnnd, that they give 
Up their capital and meet the Rus- 
sians behind the Vistula, the Poles 
adopted the alternative plan of their 
French advisers. This was that all 
advanced units should he called hnck 
and heavy forces ••onceutntted on n 
short defensive lino before Warsaw; 
that the enemy should he permitted 
to advance In open order and to “In- 
filtrate.’’ and that the Poles should 
then launch counter-attacks with all 
their forces and with the aid of 
tanks. At tills time the most ad- 
vanced of the reds were within a few 
miles of Warsaw. Within four days 
the Russians were reported as- flee- 
ing In disorder along the front be- 
tween the Vistula and Bug rivers, as 
retiring hastily from the Danzig cor- 
ridor and as being pushed hack rap- 
idly In tin* southern ms- tor. 

The Polish left wing, led by French 
Generals Henry and Rlllotte In per- 
son. drove tln> Russians out of the fork 
between the P.ug and Xurew rivers, 
which Is considered the key to the 
defenses of Warsaw, and a part of 
this Polish force moved swiftly north- 
ward toward Mluwa, threatening to 
cut off the reds who had advanced 
far on the roads to Thorn and Plock, 
and regaining control of the direct 
rail route between Warsaw and Dan- 
zig. Airplanes, tanks, armored trains 
and artillery were usi-d by the Poles 
most effectively and thousands of pris- 
oners and great quantities < if supplies 
were captured. 

General Pllsudskl. chief of the Pol- 
ish state, led the troops o|M*rat1ng east 
ami south of Warsaw, am) this move- 
ment was considered of the greatest 
Importance because Its complete suc- 
cess would result in the cutting of the 
lines of communication of the bol- 
shevik!. T! 's force was strengthened 
by the shortening of the front In Gal- 
icia \< In r>- the pole- eontinned re- 
creating for the purpo-'e of releasing 
main units tor tin* bit'll*- to t lie north.

The two movements of the Poles 
concentrated e pincers alteration 
which promised to fore** the Ituss aus 
altogether out of Poland. The latter, 
fit i shed with their successes, soetu to 
have forgotten the basic prllicipb s of 
modern warfare anil rushed u lucid 
without regard to the'r communica- 
tions ami supports, as ’hough uga nst 
a foe that was already utterly beat- 
en. Large bodies got entirely out of 
touch with the main fum-s and were 
easily cut off and cat ‘lured after they 
had been allowed to tiller through the 
Polish lines. 

title thing that greatly annoyed both 
Poland and France uus the action of 
Sir Keg. uao‘ Tower, allied high com- 
missioner at Dan/lg tu forbidding fur- 
ther ■leli irkttiuu at that ptfrt of 


French munitions for Poland. Several 
French ships were anchored outside 
the port with war supplies for the 
Poles, but Tower said he had not suf- 
ficient allied troops to preserve order 
If more munitions were nnloaded 
there. The French government for- 
mally pretesteil against his ruling. 

In south Russia General Wrnnge! 
eontinned his gains against the soviet 
army, and In Moscow Leon Trotzky 
Issued n call for volunteers for serv- 
ice on the southern front. He de- 
nounced France for recognizing and 
aiding Wrangel and accused England 
of nlso giving help, directly and Indi- 
rectly. The anti-bolshevlk lender is 
said to have the support of the entire 
population In the south, for he Is giv- 
ing the land to the peasants, nnd he 
hns been Joined by many Cossacks. 
Though Lloyd George asserts that 
Great Britain hns not helped and will 
not help Wrangel, the recognition of 
the general by France has not yet 
brought about the breach between the 
two countries that was predicted by 
alarmist correspondents nnd hopeful 
Germans. 

Armistice negotiations between the 
Poles nnd the Russians opened In 
Minsk, and the latter set forth the 
terms they were willing to grant. It 
may well be that these will he modi- 
fied by the military operations of the 
week. According to Wlgdor Kopp, 
who- Is In Berlin for the soviet govern- 
ment, the latter in Its dealings with 
Poland and the allies will Insist on di- 
rect communication with the Baltic, 
probably by way of Binlystok, and 
will demand that Poland give Russia 
the right to transport goods direct to 
nnd from Germany. He says the bol- 
shevik! are determined to restore eco- 
nomic relations with Germnny. In 
this he hns the support of Felix 
Deutseh, head of the great electrical 
manufacturing company of Germany, 
who assorts that • Russia’s immense 
supplies of raw material must he 
brought to the world’s markets, that 
Russia must he developed immedhitt*- 
ly, and that Germany Is best equipped 
for that work. Deutseh ridicules the 
danger of the spread of bolshevism 
outside of Russia, which does not ac- 
cord with the official German view, 
often expressed when Berlin urges 
that the allies i>ermit the organization 
of a stronger German 'army. 

So far, the only “available means'' 
that the United States government has 
found of aiding Poland Is the dispatch 
, of a cruiser and two destroyers from 
| Cherbourg to Danzig. Officially, they 
were sent to protect American citizens 
and their Interests. A large delega- 
tion of Americans of Polish origin 
called on Secretary of State Colby, af- 
ter carrying an appeal to President 
Wilson. Mr. Colby did not overlook 
the opportunity to tell them that the 
| government's hands were tied, mainly 
by the refusnl of the senate to ratify 
I the peace treaty. 

The threat of British labor to call 
a general strike as a demonstration 
i against a war on Russia stirred up 
I such protests that the labor council 
has announced It never bad any sueh 
Intention. Lloyd George told the la- 
horltes that "any attempt to dlctute 
the policy of parliament strikes at the 
| root of democratic constitution in t lit* 
country and will be resisted with all 
the power of the government."

Rioting in Ireland was resumed <>rt 
a large scale and a number of persons 
were killed In fights with the tronps 
nnd constabulary close to Dublin cas- 
tle. McSweetiey. lord mayor of Cork, 
was convicted of sedition and deport- 
ed to England. Hope of settling the 
Irish question of the basis of dmii u- 
ton rule is Increasing, but a large part 
of Ulster has >et to be convinced. 

Tbe big news of the week at home 
was the final enfranchisement of the 
women of America through the action 
of the Tennessee legislature, the uec- 
i essary thirty-sixth state to ratify the 
suffrt ge amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. The senate had ratified previ- 
ously, but It was a uarrou squeak in 
the lower house. The vote was 50 to 
46. the sjieaker, leader of the alii- 


suffrage forces, changing Ills vote to 
the affirmative in order to move a re- 
consideration. 

Rut the women must still win In 
projected litigation by the enemies 
of suffrage, designed to attack the le- 
gality of the Tennessee ratification. 
In the state constitution there is a 
clause which says: , 

"No convention or general assembly 
of this state shall net upon any 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States proposed by congress 
to the several states unless such con- 
vention or general assembly shall have 
been elected after such amendment Is 
submitted.” 

The present legislature was elected 
In November, 1018, and the suffrage 
amendment *wns not submitted to the 
state until months afterwards. The 
Supreme court’s decision in the at- 
tempt last sprlilg to overturn the Ohio 
legislature’s action on the dry amend- 
ment Is taken as an Indication that 
the action of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture will stand. 

Leaders of both the Republican nnd 
Democratic parties claimed to see In 
tbe suffrage victory an advantage for 
for their respective tickets In the pres- 
idential campaign. The women who 
have been conducting the fight thanked 
both Senator Harding and Governor 
Cox for their help. Secretary of State 
Colby was prepared to promulgate the 
amendment ns soon ns the action of the 
Tennessee assembly was confirmed. 

The North Carolina house of repre- 
sentatives defeated the ratification of 
the suffrage amendment by a vote of 
71 to 41. 

The wages of soft coal miners In the 
central competitive field again were 
put up to President Wilson. The Joint 
scale conference of operators and min- 
ers at Cleveland spent five days In 
fruitless discussion and the workers 
sent word to the president that the 
conference, which was called by him, 
was unable to adjust Inequalities in 
pay. The operators wunted to ask 
Mr. Wilson to appoint a hoard of In- 
quiry nnd adjustment, hut the miners 
refused to Join In the request. The 
men ask that the wages of day work- 
ers he advanced $1.50 a day. Though 
Ellis Seurles, editor of the United 
Mine Workers' Journal, said there 
was little or no danger that the dis- 
agreement would result In unother 
strike, the operators were not so op- 
timistic. It was believed the opera- 
tors of Illinois might grunt the de- 
mands of the miners. 

The post office department has ut 
least discovered that foreign exchange 
has depreciated In value In late years, 
and the postmasters have been In- 
structed to sell international money 
orders under a new scale closely a|>- 
proxlmutlng present exchange values. 
Under rates now In effect an Ameri- 
can dollar equals 10.30 francs In 
France. Belgium and Italy; 5.15 francs 
in Switzerland; 5 krona in Denmark 
and Norway; 4.17 krona In Sweden; 
l*. 6.3 florins In the Netherlands, and 5 
shillings In England. Switzerland is 
the only country where the exchange 
rates remain uuchunged. 

Despite Injuries and complaints of 
favoritism and poor training, the 
American competitors In the Olympic 
games at Antwerp are doing quite 
' well. Up to the time of writing they 
had scored 11>> points and their near- 
est rival, Finland. Imd only 4!l points. 
Correspondents aver that every other 
nation has gone to the games better 
prepared than is America, and the 
American managers are accused of 
making bad selection of entries aul of 
letting in I'ucifie coast athletes who 
were failures lo their prelitulBary 
work.

Regardless of Instructions nnd sug- 
gestions regarding safe driving every 
yenrs secs Its toll In dead and Injured 
because drivers forget rules or 
through Ignorance or Just plain Inabil- 
ity. 'The rules of the road are simple 
enough to follow, hut some drivers In- 
sist upon making their own rules nnd 
avoiding those made for the safety of 
all the users of the road. One of the 
common ci/uses of nccldents Is due to 
neglect to follow the rule relating to 
crossings. All crossings ought to he 
considered potential danger points. If 
you cannot sec or If you do not get a 
horn signal from a car likely to cross 
your psth don't take It for granted 
no car la there. Look out for every 
one else nnd you will be looking out 
for yourself. 

8klddlng la Dangerous. 

On a wet road skidding Is the most 
dnngeruus thing likely to happen, but 
skidding becomes dangerous only If 
the enr Is traveling nt speed. A slow 
car can easily be stopped ; or even If 
It does not stop when the brakes are 
applied, at least the Impnct does lit- 
tle If any harm. Without tire chains, 
brakes equally adjusted or other as- 
surance that the car will stay straight 
on, a wet road, don’t take the chance. 
Regardless of safety devices drive 
slowly, apply the brakes intermittent- 
ly, not hnrshly. If you know the car 
Is a chronic "skidder" reduce the mag- 
nitude nB much ns possible by shifting 
Into second. If there Isn’t time to 
shift Into second or If you lose your 
head you are at fnult. Learn to con 
trol a ctr that is skidding. The rule 
Is, steer with the skid, so ns to at- 
tempt to straighten out the car. The 
average driver forgets nbout every- 
thing nnd presses ns linrd ns lie can 
on the clutch and brake pedals. Use 
the brakes alone and look i.hend with 
a view to keeping the car from strik- 
ing an object. 

Impaired Vision. 

The writer has seen any number 
of curs on the road in mlny weather 
and no protection whntever afforded 
the driver against accidents due to 
Impaired vision. Rain on the wind- 
shield Is no excuse. The shield should 
lie kept clear. The fnct that the side 
curtains are up and you cannot see 
well to the rear or to either side 
doesn't bring a life hack. Slow down 
In the ruin and If you cannot see on 
all sides wait until the rain Is over 
or drive with extreme caution. 

In going down steep grades use the 
engine us t.* brake by shifting Into 
second or first speed. Shut off the Ig- 
nition If you wish to get still better 
results; you can switch It on again 
when you get near the bottom of the 
grade. This saves the brakes and 
makes it eusy to control the enr on 
the hill. Drive slowly up grades. 
Don’t try to make every hill In high 
us fast as the car cun travel. Remem- 
ber there are other users of the road. 

At night think of the brightness of 
the head lamps. Do not confuse an 
oncoming driver with bright lights. 
Pass him with dimmers on. Keep as 
far to the right ns you cun and drive 
slowly so us to uvold frightening the 
other driver. Your statement tht.1 he 
shouldn't get frightened because you 
weren't too close to him doesn't re- 
pair bones or suve lives.

Tlie war has brought peace to the

mnny were the brushes between them, 
which, though not bloodless altogeth- 
er, happily produced no fatalities. 

Then came the war and the youth 
of Garrard and Lincoln counties 
marched off together. They went 
overseas together and fought the 
Roche together, sharing together the 
dnngers, discomforts and great mo- 
ments of battle. The sea stood be- 
tween them and the old quarrel at 
home. Little by little the ancient 
grudge faded away until the hoys from 
Lincoln and the boys from Garrard 
were actually fraternizing In the rest 
billets back of llie line. 

They came home together. For the 
moment they had had enough fighting. 
They could see no point In keeping 
alive the traditional quarrel between 
their respective counties. So, recent- 
ly officers of the American Legion 
posts of Stanford, county seat of Lin- 
coln county and Lancaster, county 
seat of Garrard county, got together 
and agreed upon a grand reunion and 
“peace" celebration of the residents 
of both counties. The affair was held 
under the auspices of the Legion and 
old feudists whose sons shared the 
same shell hole together In France, 
shook hands for the first time In their 
lives and called It quits.

WORLD TO BE REPRESENTED 

Delegates Will Be Present at Cleve- 
land Convention, September 27-29, 
From All Countries. 

All roads will lend to Cleveland so 
far ss the American Legion Is con- 
cerned when the second national con- 
vention opens In that city on Septem- 
ber 27 to run for three days. Fifty 
thousand legionnaires, It Is expected, 
will be present to mnrcli In the great 
opening parade, which will be headed 
by a battalion of 40 tanks. 

Cleveland, In gala attire, will opes 
her arms to the Incoming veterana, 
and not only will the downtown dla- 
trict l>e decorated but nil outlying sec- 
tions as well will be arrayed with 
flags and bunting, and triumphal arch- 
es will be erected at the Intersections 
of Important streets. 

Already the housing committee Is 
busily engaged In planning for the ac- 
commodation of the leglonnalrea. 
Moonlight steamer rides on Lake Erie, 
ahows, boxing bouta, outdoor “movies," 
dances and celebrations at the amuse- 
ment parks are being planned by the 
committee on entertainment Trips 
across the lake to Canada also are on 
the program. 

The leglonnalrea are coming to the 
convention city from all over the 
world. From Yukon, In distant Alas- 
ka, a request has been sent for reser- 
vations and the post of the Legion In 
Paris has notified the committee that 
It will send a delegation across the At- 
lantic to attend. One post In Detroit 
Is planning to charter a special boat 
upon which Its 1,000 representatives 
will live during the convention. Del- 
egates will also be present from Ha- 
waii, the Philippines, Porto ltlco and 
the Cutiul Zone, while representatives 


Nation-Wide Movement to Aid and 
Cheer Thousands of Wounded 
Men Now In Hospital*. 

A nation wide movement to care for 
the 17.000 ex-service men who are new 
In hospitals suffering from disabilities 
Incurred In the service, has been 
launched by the American Legion 
through Its Americanism commission. 
Rulletlns have been Issued to state 
chairman asking them to organize lo- 
cal Legion post committees to co-oper- 
ate with the hospitals for the enter- 
tainment of the men In the wards, and 
for their care after discharge. 

Efforts will be made to provide vis- 
itors for those men who are confined 
to hospitals to mitigate the loneliness 
of their enforced Inactivity, and In 
tilts part of the program the Women’s 
Auxiliary Is expected to be of particu- 
lar value. 

To men who are discharged Individ- 
ual assistance will be given by mem- 
bers of the local Legion post In secur- 
ing work and In straightening out any 
difficulties thnt may arise In the mat- 
ter of compensation. Insurance and so 
on. A system of Interstate co-opera- 
tion will provide for every man who 
lenves a hospital In one state, a wel- 
come In the state for which he la 
bound. 

“If there Is any one thing that all 
members of the Legion are agreed on 
more tbuti anything else, It Is that 
wounded men should be generously 
taken care of,” declared Arthur 
Woods, chairman of the Americanism 
commission. “It is the personal con- 
taet with the man that counts. We 
must show him that we are genuine 
friends. And certainly, no man ever 
needs a shove upward more than a 
discharged, disabled service man who 
has to make up bo much lost time un- 
der such tremendous handicaps. I 
know you will agree that this Is a 
challenge to service on our part which 
we, of the Legion, will not Ignore.”

the tncrense over last year equals more 
than six pounds per person. 

Big Beet Acreage 

The sugar-beet crop this year covers 
almost a million acres as against the 
five-year nverage of about two-thirds 
of a million; and the growing condi- 
tion on July 1 was above the ten-year 
average. There Is more than half a 
million acres of sugar cane this year, 
about half of which Is Intended for 
sugar and the other half for sirup, 
after deducting considerable amounts 
for planting the next crop. There Is 
a substantial Increase In acrenge over 
last year, especially In Louisiana, 
where nearly all the cane sugar of the 
United States Is mnde. The growing 
condition of the cane In Louisiana la 
much better than last year, but con- 
siderably under the average for the 
past nine years. 

Protection for Crop. 

The department of agriculture, 
which has carried on a number of 
projects looking toward making this 
country self-sustaining from a sugar 
standpoint, Is co-operating with other 
agencies in protecting the crops 
from Insects and disease and oth- 
erwise promoting the production 
and utilization of a bumper sugar 
crop. It should be borne In mind, 
however, that the forecast for 1020 Is 
based upon conditions on July 1, and 
the actual out-turn would he above or 
below this forecast according as con- 
ditions between July 1 nnd hnrvest are 
better or worse than average.

MOLD IN SILO PREVENTABLE 

Uh of Plenty of Water at Filling 
Time Will Overcome Difficulty 
— Pack Thoroughly. 

The use of plenty of water at silo 
filling time Is one of tbe surest ways 
of avoiding difficulty from molds If 
the corn bus been frosted or bus be- 
come overripe. If one has the facili- 
ties for running a steady stream of 
water into the blower and at tbe 
same time Is careful to see that the 
tramping is thoroughly done the loss 
from molds cur be tuude almost negli- 
gible. As a it. alter of fact. It is pos- 
sible to entirely prevent tbe growth 
of molds If the conn is cut at the 
proper time and thoroughly fiiatrib- 
uted and trumped In an air-tight *llo. 
What air remalus after thla la dune 
Is used Up lu the fermentation proc- 
esses which begin as soon as tbe com 
la ensiled— tbe oxygen being converted 
Into carbonic acid gaa aud silage adds.

BEST AND EARLIEST 
EARS FOR SEED CORN 

Quite Practicable to Allow It to 
Ripen on Plant. 


Examine Grain Carefully, Removing 

Any Worms Found and Then Fold 
Back in Place and Tie With 
Elastic Band or String. 

The best way to secure home grown 
sweet corn seed, according to United 
States department of agriculture spe- 
cialists. Is to ullow It to ripen on the 
plant, and, since a single ear will bo 
sred enough for a small garden, It Is 
quite practicable to do this. Select the 
best und earliest ears by stripping 
down the husks to examine the grain 
and to remove any worms that may be 
found, and then carefully fold them 
hack and hold them In place by an 
elastic hand or a string. Allow these 
cars to ripen thoroughly on the stalk. 
In the North It is often better to pull 
and hang the plant where there will 
be no danger from moisture, frost, or 
even chilling until the seed Is thor- 
oughly dry. All the ripe ears remain- 
ing nt the end of the season In any 
cron of sweet corn should he harvested

nnd saved. The best ears will maka 
fairly good seed, and nearly everyone 
knows the enjoyment In parched sweet 
com. 

Sweet corn spoils much more quick- 
ly than field com, and cannot readily 
he cured In large shocks, but should b* 
husked from the stalk and spreud thin- 
ly on staging to cure. A convenient 
way of storing sweet com ts on the 


GUARD TWINE FROM INSECTS 

Solution of Kerosene and Crude Creo- 
sote le Recommended by an 
Illinois Entomologist. 

If the twine one buys Is not al- 
ready protected from crickets and 
grasshoppers the following formula 
given by W. T. Flint, entomologist of 
Illinois, can he used very satisfactori- 
ly. He recommends a solution of two 
gallons kerosene, and one gallon erode 
creosote. Mix these together und lm- 
tnerse the twine for a period of about 
one hour or until It Is saturated, then 
lay out In the sun and dry thoroughly 
before using. The Missouri Agricul- 
tural college recommends a solution 
of one gallon of lime sulphur and ten 
gallons of water. Soak for a similar 
period aud dry thoroughly before 
using.

FLOCKS 


FOOD PRODUCTS FROM FOWLS 


Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 


On Average Farm Poultry Fumiah 
About 10 Per Cent of Meat 
for Family Use. 


A large proportion of the poultry 
products of this country are produced 
on general farms. Nearly every farm 
has Its poultry flock. The average 
American- farmer reserves about three 
dozen <»ggs a week for family use and 
about GO fowls are consumed by the 
family during the year. These food 
products enn he secured absolutely 
fresh, which considerably enhances 
the value of this contribution from the 
farm, says the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. Of the meat fur- 
nished by the farm to the operator and 
his family, poultry constitutes about 
10 per cent. 

A small flock of poultry enn be kept 
on the farm at little cost. The fowls 
find scattered grain about the furtu- 
stead and on the adjoining grain fields 
after harvest. Garden refuse and 
kitchen waste are usually available 
for them. They also feed on Insects 
and worms. In many enses the fann- 
er’s wife and children find pleasure In 
caring for the flock.

Heroic Nation, Hereelf In Dir* Need, 
la the Only Barrier to Botehevism, 
Fighting the Battle for 
Civilization.

Tlio problems of Kussin and unrest 
are up to the nntlous of the world. 
Russia's problem nITects the world. It 
must be solved by the powers In con- 
cert. Its solution will make the first 
step toward rest. The complete solu- 
tion of the problem of unrest must he 
decided by each nation In its own way. 

I asked two Important Slnv loaders 
for their opinions as to the proper 
policy the world should adopt toward 
the bolsheviks, and the Russian prob- 
lem. In Prague I spoke to President 
Mnzyrtk of Ceecho-Slovakln ; in War- 
saw I Interviewed General Pllsudskl, 
president of Poland. Both answered 
the qu^ton In practically the same 
words t^Xeave Russia ulone; let the 
Russian people solve the Russian 
question.” 

Whnt Is the Russian sltuntlon? A 
minority has seized the government 
and Is holding It by force. The form 
of government adopted cannot Inst. 
Communism will destroy Itself If given 
sufficient rope. Already It has de- 
stroyed production and brought on 
chaos. The great danger bolshevism 
offers the outside world is its effort 
to organize the unrest of the world 
itml lead It to revolution, 

Poland’s Hard Position. 

Poland Is the barrier holding the 
“Rctl" wave of bolshevism back. Po- 
land Is a new state. It Is almost ns 
big ns France In population and about 
the size of Germany In ureu. Three 
thrones fell to make a presidential 
seat for the Polish republic — Austria, 
Russia nnd Germany. The Polish peo- 
ple are Intense In their patriotism. 
They are Individualists. They are 
against the “Red” terror. But Poland 
is poor, terribly poor. The war 
brought her to the point of hunger. 
She Is now facing starvation. She Is 
doing world guard duty. Her army Is 
holding closed the door of bolshevik 
Russia. It Is an army mude up of men 
of seal and determination. I have 
never seen men sustain their spirit 
under more trying conditions. Think 
of men without shoes facing the “Red” 
army; hunger nnd cold attacking 
them, but standing in their places 
holding the front. When I was In 
Europe In October, 1010, I saw tills 
magnificent army. • Forty per cent of 
them were without shoes. There were 
less than 10,000 outfits for 350,000 
taen. They were hungry, they were 
cold. Ilnck home their loved ones 
were not hungry, they were starving; 
they were not cold, they were freezing. 
Still these men stood nt their posts. 1 
talked the niHtter over with the chief 
of state. General Pllsudskl, and 1 shall 
never forget the manner, the tone and 
the words of this Roosevelt of the 
Slavs.

STEW OR SELL ALL ROOSTERS 


Male Bird Does Not Aid In Produc- 
tion of Eggs and Should Be Dis- 
posed Of In Summer. 


Farmers lose many mill Ions* of dol- 
ing annually from bad methods of 
producing nnd handling eggs. Much 
of this loss is preventable, because It 
Is due to the partial hatching of fer- 
tile eggs, which have been allowed 
to become warm enough to begin to 
Incubate. 

You can help save the loss due to 
blood rings by keeping the male bird 
from your flock after the hatching 
season is over. 

The rooster does not help the hens 
to lay. lie merely fertilizes the germ 
of the egg. The fertile germ In hot 
weather quickly becomes a blood ring, 
which spoils the egg for food nnd 
market. Summer beat hns the snme

Let Russia Find Herself. 

Lot us take our troops out of Slbe- 
rln ; let us leave Russlu alone. She 
will find herself sooner If we do. Let 
us convince the Russian people that 
we are their friends. Let the nations 
of the world acting through the League 
of Nntlons compel Japnn to keep her 
hnnds off Siberia. Let our friendly 
eo-operntlon make unnecessary and 
Impossible furtker German penetra- 
tion of Russia. Let us not encourage 
Denlklnes, Yudenlchs, Petluras and 
Kolchaks. Let us, by our acts, con- 
vince the Russian people that we want 
them to have sclf-determlpatlon and 
that we are not planning to put upon 
them a reactionary government. With 
the end of milltnry movements in 
Russia Inspired from the outside, there 
will be no reason for the ‘‘Red’’ army. 
The people will compel Its demobiliza- 
tion. The soldiers who make up the 
“Red" army will be eager to get back 
to civil life. There will be no In- 
vaders In Ilussin to give morale to 
troops nnd a reason for n big army. 
With the passing of the army the 
soviet government will crumble. 

The majority In Russia want a free, 
democratic government. They will get 
It If left to themselves. Russia Is 
rich. The establishment of order In 
Russia, the reorganization of Its life, 
will contribute much to making Eu- 
rope solvent. I do not mean that Rus- 
sia is to be exploited. What I have In 
mind Is that a productive Russia will 
help feed the world and furnish it 
with raw material. Russia In normal 
times before the w»r exported more 
grain from Black sea ports than the 
United States and Canada combined. 

We should not be afraid of bolshevik 
propaganda. All we need do is to 
abandon our policy of calling names 
and abusing our own people by calling 
them bolsheviks, when they are not. 
We have the truth on our side. Why 
not use our resources to get the. facts 
about bolshevism to the people? There 
Is no occasion for secrecy or mystery. 
Few people in America would enter- 
tain bolshevik leanings if they under- 
stood the program of bolshevism and 
knew the methods adopted by the bol- 
sheviks. The press, the pulpit, the 
platforms are available. Open the 
schools, the churches, the lodges, the 
labor meetings, the community ceuters 
and expose the crime against the 
world. The getting together will do 
us good.

Another trouble 
wus the insufflelency of the water sup- 
ply and u third was the most cogent 
«if all, the military In llie neighboring 
castle tuklng all jxisslble pains to 
show that they, ami not the ecclesias- 
tics. were the lords of Old Sarum. 

“What has the House of the Lord to 
do with castles?" usked Peter of Blols 
in support of the proposal to remove 
the See from Old Sarum. “It is the 
Ark of the Covenant in a temple of 
Balaam. I.et us, in tbe name of God, 
descend into the meads. There are 
rich meadows and fertile valleys 
abounding In the fruits of the earth, 
profusely watered by Uviug streams. 
There is a seat for the vtrgiu patron- 
ess of our church to which the whole 
world cannot produce a parallel. ’’

Just before 
the cuttle, or horses, or hogs were 
driven on the scules, Fisk contrived 
to have them gorged with water, he 
lu the meuntline, having subjected 
them to 12 hours’ thirst. In this way 
the weights shot up in a few minutes 
and un 800 pound steer, with five gal- 
lons of water uhourd, weighed 840 
pounds. It Is said some one discovered 
this plun und thereafter Fisk’s plan 
was ulluded to as “watered stock.” 


How Graphite la Mined. 

The mining and purification at 
graphite used In lead pencils la not 
unlike the process of silver ora. It la 
generally found mixed with quartz, 
silica and mica. It is necessary ta 
pulverize tbe rock with crushing ma- 
chinery, which la followed by the ex- 
traction of the graphite. Before the 
graphite Is mixed with the clay It Is 
Strained through very fine silk sieves, 
so that all particles the least bit 
coarse may lx - removed.

So extraordinarily precise la 
the method of manufacture, simple aa 
it la, that In oue Instance 81 finished 
guuges out of a lot of 53 were abso- 
lutely accurate to .000,001 Inches, and 
the balance all within .000,002 Inches 
of precision, says Popular Media nice 
Magazine. The gauges are steel disks.
